A radio receiving set was placed in 
police headquarters this week as an 
experiment to test the practicability 
of radio in combating crime. The set 
is one capable of receiving the broad- 
casts from the Arlington Police Head- 
quarters which is a licensed sending 
station. 

Chief Rogers hopes to be able to 
equip his police cars with radio and 
to enter a proposed hook-up with lo- 
cal police departments. If such a 
hook-up is effected the receiving sets 
will be locked mith Arlington and 
will be able to get only the broad- 
casts from that station. 

The present set is working well, 
according to the local authorities who 
are able to keep posted instantly 
with all the police news put on the 
teletype at Arlington. 



One more Christmas has come and 
me, and once again we want to 
thank the people of Winchester for 
their uniform patience and good na- 
ture during our busy season. Wo did 
our best to serve you and we think 
our efforts were appreciated. 

The volume of business was fully 
as heavy as in past years. Monday, 
Dec. 20, we sold 5<J,000 two cent 
stamps, and our bank deposit for that 
day was $1549. The public co-oper- 
ated with us to a greater extent than 
ever before by separating local cards 
anu letters from out of town, tieing 
them in bundles or packages and de- 
positing them in the "local" slot. It 
was this co-operation more than any- 
thing else that enabled us to get out 
the letter and card mail as rapidly as 
we did, contributing largely to our 
early clean-up. All local mail de- 
posited in the office by Thursday noon 
was delivered on that day. All par- 
cel post received up to noon was de- 
livered the same day. All out-going 
parcel post was sent out the same day 
as deposited in the office. It is a mat- 
ter of pride that not a piece of out- 
going parcel post was left in the of- 
fice over night. 

During Christmas week we had two 
carriers on each route, und we had 
two trucks for parcel post with six 
extra men. All parcel post received 
up to 2 o'clock Thursday was deliv- 
ered before that night. 

Some one mailed a lot of small red 
envelopes about 3x4 inches, these en- 
velopes had white decorations at the 
lower left front. The stamps on 60 
per cent of these envelopes would fly 
off the minute the envelopes were 
handled. Early in the week we spent 
much of our time replacing the stamps 
but later we had to abandon the prac- 
tice, consequently we must notify 2f> 
or 30 addressees to send us a two cent 
stamp in order that they may get their 
Christmas cards.

From 189" to 1893 he hail 
served as assistant United States At- 
torney for Massachusetts.

MYOPIA CLUB ORIGINATED IN 
W IM HESTER 

W illiam D. Sanborn, One of Founders 
Formerly Lived Where C hambers 
Now Stand 

The following reprint froni the 
Boston I\»t will be interesting to old 
residents who recall the objections 
raised by West Side farmers to the 
activities Of the Myopia hunters with 
especial reference to the hounds run- 
ning through their farms. 

William D. Sanborn, who is men- 
tioned as one of the founders of the 
club, was also active in the forma- 
tion of the Winchester Country Club 
with its links on Woodside road. He 
also was among the group who first 
built tennis courts in Winchester, 
some of the town courts now on Palm- 
er street being built upon the original 
foundations laid by Air. Sanborn. 
^ The original site of the Myopia 
Club, we are told, was on Myopia 
Hill near where the residence of Mr. 
S. F. Petts now stands.

Sturdily bound in the colors of the 
Myopia Hunt Club which Myopia 
members have worn on many of the 
stillest hunting countries of the 
United States and Europe. Mr. Alleys' 
new history of the spoil of the run- 
ning horse in New England i- a val- 
uable and distinct contribution to men 
who thrill at the sight of a tossing 
head, a llaring "pink" lined nostril. 

Mr. Alley frankly admits that ill 
the gathering of accurate data on the 
results of the earliest horse races 
conducted by members of the Myopia 
Club, as it was then called, he en- 
countered stitf obstacles, and had to 
resort much to the memories of those 
whose prowess over the turf and the 
timber 40 and more years ago his 
book retells.

of the members wore spectacles. 
Started 52 Years Ago 

They were bespectacled gentlemen, 
it has been pointed out, but not short- 
sighted, for from their Myopia Club 
sprang eventually the Myopia Hunt 
Club, with kennels and stables in 
Hamilton; the Country Club in 
Brookline, 1882, first of its kind with 
the lovely Clyde Park race course; 
the Willow Dale course on Bradley 
W. Palmer's huge estate in Hamilton 
in 1911; the Eastern Horse Club in 
1925; the Norfolk Hunt Club race 
course in Medfield in 11)27 and John 
It. Macomber's peeerless private race 
course and training stables, Race- 
land, in Frnminghnm the same year. 

Mr. Alley starts his highly interest, 
ing history with the bespectacled 
sportsmen who graduated from base- 
ball in Winchester r>2 years ago to 
fox hunting in Winchester and Ham- 
ilton soon after, and he then traces 
with as full record as could bo gath- 
ered the natural growth of meets of 
the fox and drag hounds, of the 
beagle hounds and of the running 
races and steeplechases. 

Through the pages with the roar of 
galloping hooves pass the names of 
famous men. some now dead, others 
who still remember when the snort 
of kings became a kingly sport again 
in Massachusetts. 

Past and Present 

The first officers of the Myopia Club 
Gordon K. Abbott, Gordon Prince- 
there is a Gordon Prince now with a 
stout seat on the timber toppers- 
Charles Albert Prince, Frederick 
Dabney— there is a Frederick Dabney 
now who wears the racing colors — 
Robert S. Jones, William D. Sanborn 
and Alfred S. Dabney. 

And from their hands the goodly 
records of Massachusetts racing 
come to the present crop of riders. 
Bayard Tuckerman, Jr.. Edwin S. 
Webster, Jr., Frederick Grinnell, Al- 
vin F. Sortwell, Sumner Pingree, 
Crompton Smith, whose father. Har- 
ry Worcester Smith, made tales for 
many a banquet gathering. 

There is too much in the book to be 
passed upon more than skimmingly 
hare. It remains-to-be- said that the 
author of this new contribution to 
local equine lore is an old member of 
the Myopia Hunt Club, and since the 
Willow Dale racing started 20 years 
ago, has served as clerk of the course. 
An old master hand with hounds and 
terriers, the running horse drew him 
on and hence his book. One hundred 
and eighty-nine pages five a full and 
fascinating story of Myonia's sport.

It has Roxbury and Charleston club 
houses, swimming pools, gyms, libra- 
lies, bowling alleys, gam.' rooms, vo- 
cational classes, medical service and 
physical training. It is non- -eetarian 
and its membership ag • I nits are 
seven years minimum ail .1 maxi- 
mum. Justices of both R xbury and 
Charlestown district courts have com- 
mended warmly upon the splendid in- 
fluence of the dub in their respective 
districts. 

The object of the club is to give 
[ "under-privileged" boys the right start 
' in life by surrounding tlu-m with 
wholesome environment and to afford 
them an opportunity for educational, 
j social, moral, anil physical advance- 
I ment. The leading of the boys to 
j good citizenship is even exemplified in 
' the telephone numbers which are 
I Charlestown 177f>, 177fi. and 1777.

Boston has $705,000,000 invested in 
boys according to the following rea- 
soning: There are approximately 141,- t 
000 boys under 21 years of age in the | 
city of Boston.

I definite value. At least $">ti0 has been | 
! spent ta f.;d. houro, and clothe the 
'■ average boy each year since birth. The 
average :>;;e of these 141,000 boys is 
10 years. The average investment is 
$5000 per boy. Thus, the total invest- 
ment in boys is $705,000,000. This 
sum is comparable to the assessed 
value of all buildings in Boston, in- 
cluding homes, apartments, hotels, of- 
fices, factories, and places of business 
which is about $908,375,500. 

For the protection of its buildings 
from damage and destruction, Boston 
appropriates $4,357,508 for its Fire 
Department alone. For the protection 
from damage and destruction of its 
$705,000,000 invested in boys Boston 
has 20 agencies which specialize in 
the leisure-time care of boys and 
which it supports at an expenditure of 
$34l!,5ti8 a year. Over 12 times as ] 
much is spent for buildings as for 
j boys, or for every dollar spent for 
protection of investments in buildings, 
about eight cents is spent on invest- 
ments in boys. 

Boston recognizes the principle of 
protecting private investments in 
buildings and considers the necessary 
expenditure of $5.45 per capita sound 
business policy. The same policy has 
just as practical an application to its 
investment in boys, upon which but ' 
43c per capita is being spent. 

If you could comment on these facts 
editorially, it would emphasize this 
great humanitarian work that is be- 
ing accomplished in Greater Boston 
in the Boys' Club of Boston.

( onstitutions followed many changes 
in trovemment after the World War. 
Soviet Russia adopted a Constitution 
on Marxian principles, n li)18, which 
has been a model for other states of 
the Soviet Union. 

Other countries, whose people 
received Constitutions, or radical 
changes in existing Constitutions, 
since the World War include: Afghan- 
istan, Albania, Estonia, China, Fin- 
land, Lithuania, Egypt, Latvia, Ger- 
many, Irish Free State, Free City of 
Ransig, Hungary, Poland, Czechoala- 
v%kia, Austria, Greece, Turkey, Ice- 
land, Iraq, Yugoslavia and Spain. 

A Double Layer of Constitutions 

In a few countries national Con- 
stitutions are underlaid with state or 
divisional Constitutions. The United 
States, Germany, Brazil, Argentina, 
Switzerland, Mexico and the Soviet 
Union are the chief "federalistic" re- 
publics with two complete Constitu- 
tion structures. Bolivia once was so 
divided but in 1886 the sovereignty of 
the states was abolished and they be- . 
came mere departments under the 1 
Bolivia Constitution. 

Most of the Constitutions of the 
Western World, and many of the new- 
er ones of Europe, are modeled di- 
rectly on that of the United States. 
Chile is an outstanding: exception, in 
that its Constitution calls for a "re- 
sponsible cabinet" whose members sit 
in the Chilean Congress and must re- 
sign when there is a formal vote of 
"lack of confidence."

Ethiopia, one of the last absolute 
monarchies in the world, is to have a 
written Constitution. A voluntary 
decree of Emperor Haile Selassie, 
ruler of this isolated African moun- 
tain kingdom, recently ordered the 
institution of a two-chamber Parlia- 
ment and a fundamental code of laws. 
Emperor Selassie will remain the 
head of the State, but will govern 
Ethiopia in conformity with the Con- 
stitution. 

Constitutions, or guarantees of fun- 
damental laws and principles, are 
nothing new in the light of history, 
says a bulletin from the Washington. 
I). C. headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. The United 
States is often regarded as the orig- 
inator of the device, but the Greeks 
had a series of City-State Constitu- 
tions, 158 in number, three centuries 
before the birth of Christ. Emperor 
Justinian used the word for a code of 
Roman laws compiled during his 
reign. 

All But England 

Today, practically every country in 
the civilized world has a Constitution 
of some sort, although nine-tenths of 
them are less than 50 years old. All 
the important countries of the world 
except England have written Con- 
stitutions. In effect England has a 
"Constitution," because the courts and 
Parliament recognize a general series 
of fundamental laws, often referred 
i to as "Constitutional Law," which in 
effect are similar to the written Con- 
stitutions of other lands. The colonies 
and self-governing Dominions of the 
British Commonwealth nearly all have 
written Constitutions.

EXPEDITION VISITS CITY RAZED 
BY GENGHIS KHAN AND 
TAMERLANE 

Herat, metropolis of western Af- 
ghanistan, is the next major stop of 
the Trans-Asia Expedition led by 
Georges-Marie Haardt, with which the 
National Geographic Society is co- 
operating. 

To rotate the city of Herat on tho 
world map. draw n line due eastward 
from Knoxville, Tenn. The line will 
almost bisect Herat, 70 miles from the 
Afghan border. 

No one knows how long Herat has 
been dominating the broad plain in 
which it is situated, says a bulletin 
from the National Geographic Society. 
Remains of building strewn over the 
plain nearby were ancient to the an- 
cients. Alexander the Great is cred- 
ited with the building of the Herat 
walls during one of his formidable 
conquests of the East. Of that is a 
fact, Herat is at least 2200 years old. 

A sort of hub for caravan routes 
leading to many parts of Central Asia, 
and tme of the so-called doorways to 
India by land, Herat has been a tempt- 
ing "plum" for both rulers of near-by 
countries and imperial strategists of 
the Eastern Hemisphere bent upon 
annexing portions of southern Asia to 
their domains. 
Mile Square Wall Has 150 Towers 

As a result its 25-foot walls, sur- 
mounted with 150 towers, have with- 
stood many sieges but it also has 
often fallen before attack. In the 
13th century Genghis Khan and his 
horde of Mongols swept down upon 
the city, leaving only a half hundred 
of its hundreds of thousands of in- 
habitants alive; and these survived 
only because they feigned death. One 
hundred and fifty years later Tamer- 
lane, no less merciless, nearly dupli- 
cated the annihilation. 

The Persians frequently took He- 
rat and remained in control for many 
years at a time. Today Persian blood 
flows in the veins of about one-half of 
the Heratis. In 1837. some 35,000 
Persians set out to take Herat. Af- 
ter a siege of 10 months, the Heratis, 
with the help of British forces, de- 
feated the Persians. Herat then be- 
came an independent city, but in 1861 
a quarrel between the rulers of Herat 



and Afghanistan resulted in the city's, 
passing to Afghanistan. 

Modern City Rising Outside Wall 

Despite frequent revolts and at- I 
tacks, Herat continues to rank with 
the great cities of Central Asia. Fre- 
quent rebuilding of the city within ! 
tho walls has brought little change to 
its people and daily life. No railroad I 
approaches Herat nearer than 80 1 
miles; the telegraph key has never 
clicked within its walls. Unsightly, 
ancient graveyards outside the walls 
have been put in order, new defense 
works have been built, and a new ex- 
tension of the city with broad streets 
flanked with modern shops is rising 
outside of the north wall; but the orig- 
inal moat, 4, r > feet wide and Hi feet 
deep, still is there today as it was 
centuries ago. 

Inside the walls Heratis live in low 
mud and sun-dried brick buildings as 
did their ancestors. The streets art- 
mere passageways. They are play- 
grounds of children and stages for 
debate by bewhiskered, beturbaned 
men. Some of the streets are cov- 
ered to keep out the sun. One chron- 
icler was not far wrong when he 
compared them with rabbit warrens. 

After winding through nearly a 
mile of covered streets, the traveler is 
temporarily blinded by the blazing 
sun that sweeps the market place, one 
of the few open spaces within the 
walls. Here brilliantly colored fruits j 
and vegetables from the Herat plain j 
lend the only visible bit of color t> ! 
the old city, for taken as a whole, j 
Herat is a tawny mass of buildings i 
rising above towny soil. Even the I 
inhabitants are tawny complexioned, j 
especially after one of the famous i 
Herat winds that stirs the dust of 
the plain. Perhaps the Great Mosque, 
once embellished with gilding, carv- 
ings and mosaics, presented a bright- 
er aspect, but the building now is in 
ruins. It was 465 feet long and 276 
feet wide. It contained 444 pillars, 
208 cupolas and 130 windows. 



CARTAGENA, SPAIN'S HAMPTON 



Cartagena. Mediterranean port 
where King Alfonso left Spanish soil, 
is the principal naval base of Spain. 

With its fine sheltered harbor and 
arsenal, Cartagena is to Spain what 
Hampton Roads, on the east coast, or 
San Diego, on the west coast, is to the 
United States, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C. headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 
In addition to maneuvers of the Span- 
ish fleet Cartagena enjoys commercial 
activity, although it is not of great 
interest to travelers, except as an ani- 
mated and prosperous port. 

One of Spain's Oldest Cities 
Founded in B. C. 221 by the Car- 
thaginians, Cartagena is one of the 
oldest cities in Spain. Because it re- 
sembled the African Carthage the 
Carthaginians named the place Car- 
thago Nova, and under their rule it 
, was made the principal stronghold in 
I Spain, the neighborhood being worked 
for its gold and silver. Under the Ro- 
I mans, later, Cartagena became the 
I largest and richest city in Spain, 
j Today Cartagena has 103,000 popu- 
. lation, busy shipyards, lead smeltine 
and desilvering works, and an active 
trade with the mountain towns of the 
interior, with which it is connected by 
railroad and paved highway.s 

While the Castillo de la Concention, 
a little hill in the center of town, is 
sprinkled with Roman ruins, and mod- 
ern Spanish engineers have brought 
electric] lights, tramwavs, hosrvtals 
and good streets, the Moors left the 
greatest impress upon the city. Like 
those of many other cities of southern 
Spain the street* of Cartagena are 
narrow, winding, and darkened hv 
overhanging balconies. Thick walls 



keep out the blazing sun of summer, 
and the dry, cold winds of winter 
months. 

Location Is Strategic 

Cartagena is strategically located, 
both as a na\al base and as a com- 
mercial port, about midway between 
the Straits of Gibraltar and the 
French bonier. It commands the 
steamer lanes to Marseille and is sep- 
arated by only 100 miles of sea from 
the African coast of Algeria. A short 
sail up the coast lies Valencia, and an 
equal distance down the coast is Ma- 
laga. Cartagena itself is in the little- 
known province of Murcia, whose cap- 
ital is the inland city of the same 
name. 

Navigators have no trouble in dis- 
tinguishing the port of Cartagena. 
An almost unbroken range of moun- 
tains follows the cast and south coast 
of Spain, but at Cartagena a distinct 
break is visible far at sea. Approach- 
ing closer a narrow channel is ob- 
served between two towering cones 
<.f volcanic rock, each crowded with 
fortifications. 

From the approaching steamer the 
scenery outside the town appears wild 
und rugged. Not a tree, not a bush, 
not even a hardy cactus clings to the 
barren hillsides. The rocks, both near 
anil at a distance, have the reddish- 
yellow look of peat ashes. 

Mistrial in the Winter 
The wide harbor, the best on the 
cast and soutn coasts of Spain, is 
skirted by the Muelle de Alfonso XII, 
a fine quay, bounded on the north by 
the old city walls. Palm groves antl 
bright flower beds relieve the monoto- 
ny of the encircling hills. As is many 
other Mediterranean ports the passen- 
ger railway station is some distance 
back of the town, although freight 
lines conveniently run up to the piers. 
Cartagena's cathedral, recently re- 
stored, dates from the 13th century. 

Cartagena's principal thorn-in-the- 
side is the well-known Mediterranean 
wind, the mistral. Cold, biting, dry, 
it often howls through the narrow 
s treats in winter months, tears the bay 
into whitecapped uproar, and sounds 
in the houses like the wails of hu- 
man misery. 

At other times the city often siz- 
zles in dead calm. The harbor is like 
a mirror and the flags and pennants 
of the warships hang limp and life- 
less from masts and yards. 

Industries in the Suburbs 

Cartagena's principal industries lie 
n the suburbs. On the east side of 
the bay great lead-smelting and ore 
vorking plants send black clouds of 
smoke into the sky. Five miles away, 
at La Union the old Curthaginian and 
It- man had and silver mines are still 
being worked. The naval arsenal dates 
from 1874, and its docks and work- 
shops present a scene of constant ani- 
mation. In addition to the naval dock- 
vards there are four private estab- 
lishments, and many chandlers' shops. 
Hundreds of small sailing craft and 
more than a thousand steam vessels 
arrive at and clear the port of Carta- 
gena each year. 

In the present political changes in 
Spain, Cartagena plays a paradoxical- 
ly strange role. It was in Cartagena 
in 1873 that a rebellion against the 
first Spanish republic was launched, 
leading to the restoration of the Bour- 
bons, and to the ascension to the 
throne of the father of the present 
king.

Meet Mount Kamet. 

It is seidom heard of when 
earth's highest pinnacles are being 
tliscussed, says a bulletin from the 
Washington. D. ('. headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society, but 
nevertheless it is one of the select 
little group of Asiatic peaks that 
push up farther above sea level than 
mountains in any other part of the 
earth. Mt. Kamet has come into the 
world news because of the recent de- 
parture from England of a party of 
mountain climber.- bent on scaling 
the lofty peak. 

Third Highest Mauntain in British 
Empire 

Kamet reaches a height of 25.445 
feet, continues the bulletin. Although 
it ranks 30th among the amazing 
group of mountain giants that extend 
along the Himalaya chain and into 
China, it s not greatly surpassed in 
height by any of its fellows except 
Everest, 20,002 feet h.gh; Goodwin 
Austen, 28.250; K.nchin junga. 27.815; 
Dhaujagiri. 20.M8; and Gosai Than. 
20,305. Ail of these super-giants 
among mountains are in Nepal ex- 
cept Goodwin Austen, which is in 
northern Kashmir. 

The peak of Mt. Kamet is situated 
just a stone's threw south of the Ti- 
betan border, in the United Provinces 
of India. Near-by is Nanda Devi, 
which tops it by less than 200 feet. 
These comparisons boil down t:i the 
fact that Kamet is the third highest

Town Is Hemmed in by Forest 

j The royal family in this case, ex- 
plains the bulletin, is the exiled royal 
j family of Spain; and by "Fontaine- 
j blenu" is not meant the Palace, now 
| a public building of the French Re- 
; public, but the quiet little town that 
i lies beside it. There is still a third 
i Fontainebleau. the best known forest 
in France, in the heart of which lio 
the Palace and town. It is in a hotel 
in the edge of the town with the for- 
est hard by that tin- exiled monnrehst 
and their retinue will live. 

Ki ntaiiu-bleau town lies about 35 
miles southeast of Paris, continues 
the bulletin. Hemmed in on all sides 
by the forest, it is a delightfully quiet 
little place of some 10,000 residents. 
Tin streets are broad and spotlessly 
clean, and most of the houses aro 
small. Scattered among these un- 
pretentious structures are a number 
of large hotels which care for the 
thousands of visitors, many of them 
Americans, who Mock to Ftmtaint • 
blcaii during the summer months. 

The magnet that draws most trav- 
elers to Fontainebleau is the great 
palace or chateau that has given 1 1 .-\ 
name to town and forest. The mag- 
nificent structure began its existence 
ir. the twelfth century as a hunting 
U'lge. a rather somber feudal tower, 
In the Kith century Francis 1 had 
built on to an 1 around tin- old lodge, 
a handsome chateau. Later King* 
made additions, until the palace 
reached completion under Louis X1H 
about l(i'_'.".. 

Palace Has Seen Romance and 
Tragedy 

Inside the walls cluster memories 
of the romance and tragedy that huvo 
clung around France's kings. The 
well known gay court life of the kinjis 
named Louis blossomed there, as well 
is the almost equally carefree but 
less-known court life of Francis I and 
Henri II who came before. There 
the First Napoleon lived with .lo.ieph- 
ini — and Marie Louise, There Jo- 
sephine was divorced. In one of tho 
palace chambers Napoleon high* 
handed I y kept prisoner Pope Pius 
VII. The m .st dramatic incident tn.it- 
the walls of Fontainebli-au witn--. l 
look place on April 20, 1S1 I when 
Napoleon, after be had signed Ins ad- 
d. cation as emperor and on the eve 
if .it-parting for Elb:i, nail his I'amiius 
guard of Vetera-,- drawn up in tho 
great court anil took formal leave of 
them. Since then thi ■ courtyard has 
been known as the "Cour ties Adieux.'" 
Fontainebleau had fallen upon evil 
days during the French Revolution, 
; i d during Napoleon's wars was used 
as a barrack for prisoners. When 
Napoleon, after he had signed his of- 
ten million francs restoring and re- 
furnishing the palace, and it becalm- 
his favorite residence. Roth Louis 
Philippe and Napoleon III resided at. 
Fontainebleau in the l!Hh century. 
Since the rise of the Third Republii 
in 1S71 the palace has been a public 
building constituting a museum of 
Renaissance architecture and of the 
furniture of Louis XIV, Louis XV, 
and the Empire. 

The palace, with its numerous gal- 
leries and pavilions covers a vast areu 
and incloses seven courts. The archi- 
tecture is marked by high-roofed 
gables, which, with the many win- 
dows, give the structure an appcur- 
ai.ee of lightness. 

Forest Most Famous in France 
The Forest of Fontainebleau covers 
42.IKKI acres and is thus slightly larg- 
er than the District, of Columbia, 
Through it extends a framework of 
highways and lesser road-, ami be- 
tween these a closc-meshed network 
-•f paths. The American observer is 
siruck by the neatness of the forest 
ar.d its freedom from underbrush in 
large areas, The hand of man i< much 
!:: evidence; the forest seems trimmed 
and combed. 

Throughout tin- forest gn at ribs of 
sandstone are ever protruding, adding 
to the picturosqueness of tin- view.-. 
The tree growth is not den-'-, and be- 
cause of the freed-. m from lower 
growth one may see far down alleys 
of trees, with sunlight striking 
through to giid ground and tree- 
trunks.

While Mt. Everest and Kinchin- 
junga are near Darjeeling. hill capi- 
tal of Bengal. Mt. Kamet is 600 miles 
to the northwest near Simla, hill capi- 
tal of India. It lies in the Garhwal 
District of the United Provinces. 130 
miles due east of Simla near the S'lth 
meridian of longitude. This area 
came into British possession in 1814 
as a result of the Gurka War (with 
Nepal). The region consists of a 
maze of high peaks with extremely i 
deep valleys winding among them. | 
The valleys and lower slopes are 
heavily wooded. 

The railhead used in expeditions to i 
Mt. Kamet is at Kathgodam, in the ; 
United Provinces, at the southern j 
edge of the Himalayan foothills. From j 
there travel is overland through val- j 
leys and up steep slopes to Ranikhet, ; 
a hill village comparable in location ] 
to Simla. From Ranikhet the way ' 
leads over rough country and across 1 
a number of deep river gorges, to the ! 
village of Niti at 12.000 feet altitude. | 
From this point both yaks and coolie ; 
bearers are used. 

Although numerous attempts to 
scale Mt. Kamet have been made 
since 1855, no one has succeeded in | 
reaching the summit. The latest ex- i 
pedition prior to the one now in the I 
field was led in 1920 by Dr. A. M. ! 
Kcllas. He reached an altitude of j 
23,600 feet, but had to turn back be- 1 
cause his native assistants were suf- ! 
fering from mountain sickness. 

On the slopes of Mt. Kamet is one 
of the chief head-water glaciers of 



the forest. 

Fontainebleau Forest was a royal 
hunting preserve. Through it has 
galloped in chase of the stag and boar 
almost every French King from Saint 
I.ouis to Louis Philippe. Crosses still 
stand to mark the meeting places for 
royal hunting parties. A few stags 
and boars yet manage to live in th- 
forest, but highways, path.-, and even 
railwax chugging automobiles, bi- 
cyclists, and crowds of tramping 
tourists have reduced almost to the 
vanishing point the fastnesses that 
can harbor the wild life of the ground. 
Birds can thrive under such condi- 
tions, and the famous forest is a para- 
disc for feathered creatures.

Prominent Architect Died Suddenly 
Saturday 

Ralph S. Vina I of H Salisbury 
•tifet, landscape and residential arch- 
tec; died suddenly late Saturdaj 
evening, following an acute heart 
lack. Mr. Vinfil was in ins 5Gth year 
and had lived here since llHl"., during 
that time having built many of thts 
line homes in the town m tne pra. - 
tue of his profession. 

He was born in South Scituate 
now NorvveM. Aug. l.«7«, receiv- 
ing his early education there and .tt 
the schools of Brockton where the 
family later lived. Graduating Iron, 
the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology in I8<J7, he entered the office 
of Olmstead Bros., landscape archi- 
tects. Joining Guy Lowell a year 
later he did a wide variety of work 
in this field. In 1007, he established 
himself at If! Cornhill. Boston, oc- 
cupying himself with both branch, s 
of architecture. In the landscape 
lield he was at the time of his death, 
as he bail been for 20 years, in chart;.' 
of the public park work of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

The last work Mr. Vinal did wa* 
to complete the plans for the grounds 
of the new junior high school build- 
ing, the extension to the high school 
and the adjoining playground. 

Mr. Vinal was actively interested 
in town affairs. He hud served on the. 
Bi aid of Assessors, had been a mem- 
ber of the Board of Appeal, and wa- 
chairman of the grounds committee- 
at the Winchester Hospital. He was 
the author of the Vinal plan for the 
elimination of the grade crossing at 
the center when the issue was first 
most actively raised in Win. H, fall- 
ing finally to reach a solution owing 
to the inability of the citizens to 
make a definite decision. 

Mr. Vinal was a member nf th«> 
Unitarian Church and had served on 
its standing committee. He was a 
member of William Parkman Lodge. 
A. F. & A. M. and of the Winchester 
Country Club. He was married in 
1905, to Mary D. Snyder of Louis- 
ville, Ky., who survives him. 

Funeral services were heltl at the 
Unitarian Church on Tuesday at 2 
p. m.. Rev. George Hale Reed, 
officiating.

The charm of a musical program 
that met with universal approval 
and appreciation was presented in in- 
teresting variety and contrast by 
three able artists, Gertrude Ehrhart, 
soprano; Howard Coding, pianist and 
hlf.trd Caughey. harpist, at the club 
meeting on Jan. 11. 

Miss Ehrhart, who possesses a rich 
resonant tonal quality, was in excel- 
lent voice and particularly pleasing 
in the English group which concluded 
her program. Although her more 
ambitious numbers, Aria from Car- 
men and Bolero from I Vesperi Si- 
ciliani by Verdi were well received, 
the applause accorded her English 
numbers was evidence that, as is 
usually the case, an American audi- 
ence Welcomes the sung with words 
in the native tongue. That Miss 
Ehrhart is a versatile artist cannot 
be denied. Her sustained notes were 
always in control ami her range is in 
consistent balance. 

Coding's Beethoven Group intro- 
duced his listeners to a masterly in- 
terpretation of this com poser's work. 
Mr. (ioding injects his personality 
into his instrument with a fine feel- 
ing of sensitivity. The brilliance of 
his Chopin number was noteworthy. 

When one has heard Mr. Caughey 
of the Boston Symphony Orchestra 
at the harp, one no longer wonders 
that this instrument has come flown 
through the ages to be known as the 
maker of heavenly music. There is 
a spiritual quality in the voice of lh- 
harp that is found in no other me- 
dium. When the strings vibrate to 
the touch of the sympathetic artist 
there is no word In describe the 
ethereal beauty of its tone. In Mr. 
Caughey we have a veritable magi- 
cian for the divine instrument. 

In gracious response to continued 
applause, Mr. Coding played Brahms 
Lullaby and Goodnight and Miss 
Ehrhart sting an old favorite, "I 
Dreamt that I Dwelt in Marble 

Halls."

In. last week's news we underesti- 
mated the amount of sidewalk con- 
struction. At this writing there has 
been constructed 7069 feet of excel- 
lent sidewalks. The foundation work 
is thoroughly done. The sidewalk 
can be readily transposed to a gran- 
olithic finish at relatively small ex- 
pense. As an intervening measure 
the town fathers may in the spring 
decide to supply oil to make at slight 
cost a greatly improved surface 
which will resist wash and rains. 
During the winter the foundation anil 
top covering will settle and mass to- 
jrether, so that a finish coat may 
then be advantageously applied. That 
would protect the work for a con- 
siderable peri. id. after which a gran- 
olithic lop might well follow, the 
cost of which in view of the slight 
expense to the town for finishing 
would be largely borne by the abut- 
ters and properly so. This would bil- 
low the established town regulations. 



Most recent sidewalk construction 
h«s been far removed from U-.inanl 
l-'ield where the foundation material 
has been obtained. This later work 
has been done in the area between 
Ky mines corner, the north end o! 
Highland avenue and the Medford 
line. A sidewalk is also under con- 
struction on VVildwood street.

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A new and Important project for 
the benefit of Winchester citizens is 
now in process of development. 
Townspei pie have observed that the 
water has been drawn out of the mill 
pond. This is for the purpose of ex- 
posing and draining the flats so that 
«n effective anti-mosquito campaign 
nin> be executed. State authorities 
have been studying our waterways. 
They found various areas north of the 
mill dam which are the breeding 
places of uncounted numbers of these 
stinging pests, Most mosquitoes 
with which the layman is familiar are 
derived from wrigglers which must 
breathe by making frequent trips to 
the surface of the water for that 
purpose. If they encounter a film of 
oil they die. The special genus 
which is flourishing in the breeding 
areas north of the dam lives its lar- 
val life by adhering to the stalk of 
•some tube-like plant, such as the cat- 
tail, and by piercing its walls main- 
tains an air connection through these 
•tubes which enables it to breathe and 
develop t" its final stage without any 
previous trips to the surface for air. 
If no film of oil is on the water when 
tt makes its surface flight it is then 
free, with its thousands of fellows, to 
inflict itself upon its human pasture- 
age. The remedy is the removal of 
its nursery. The weeds and cat-tails 
•are to be uprooted. The Whitten Gel- 
atine works are now connected with 
the sewer. Another offending gela- 
tine plant in Woburn is said to be 
still supplying gelatine material 
seepage into the brook, thus affording 
a rich food supply for this particular 
type of insect, which it nourishes in 
the stages preceding its emergence 
from the water. In addition to re- 
moving the vegetation it is proposed 
to fill upon the town swamp land ad- 
jacent to I,eonHrd Field with som- 
•eient soil so that the pool breeding 
type of mosquitoes will also be with- 
out a hostelry. This mosnuito work 
mav be le«s visible than building side- 
walks, ball fields and evtending nark 
areas, but it will probably contribute 
more net comfort to Winchest»r citi- 
zens than any single niece of work 
undertaken bv the Unemployment 
Relief Committee working in co-oner- 
ation with the Waterwavs CYinmittee 
and the Park Department.

President Roger introduced Attor- 
ney Andrews who substituted for his 
chief, District Attorney Warren Bis- 
hop, who was prevented from attend- 
ing by urgent business connected with 
the closing of the Medford Trust Co. 

Mr. Andrews classed himself as 
"just another cop" and added that he 
was proud to be in that classification. 
He stated that no law which the pub- 
lic does not want is enforceable and 
pointed to the Prohibition Amend- 
ment to the Constitution as a case in 
point. 

His discussion of prohibition was 
most frank and he did not at all hesi- 
tate to say that in his opinion condi- 
tions are now much worse than they 
were in the old days of license, bad 
as things were at that time. 

Attorney Andrews views the in- 
crease in juvenile delinquency, due to 
liquor, with concern and stated that 
many high schools are finding the 
drinking of their •'udent? ii very real 
problem. 

In conclusion he felt that the pres- 
ent laws should !><• modified, but if 
that is impractical, then repeal is 
preferable to the present attempt to 
enforce something which hasn't the 
sanction .if public opinion. He fav- 
ored the system of ^ ivernmetital con- 
trol in Canada where he said the on- 
ly people one *ces drunk are those 
from the Stales

If, however, you are 
willing to create new work requiring 
skilled labor, telephone Unemploy- 
ment Relief Headquarters, Winches- 
ter 0793- M, and we will send to you 
two or more contractors to bid on 
your work and they will employ 
through us such skilled labor as we 
are able to offer to them. In this way 
all interests are both served and giv- 
en reasonable protection. 

Under the advice of the Waterways 
Commission and the Park Department 
the committee has undertaken the im- 
provement of the valley of the Aber- 
jona River. Only n small percentage 
of our citizens realize the urgent need 
of dealing with this situation. Mr. 
Lewi> Parkhursl is one citizen who 
has both realized the blot which the 
acres of mud and water constitute 
and has given liberally of his own 
time and money toward its solution. 
More information regarding this de- 
velopment will be supplied in the next 
issue of the Star. 

At this writing 287fi units of cloth- 
ing have been distributed. 

Tho next eight weeks will consti- 
tute the most important period in 
which to deal with the unemployment 
problem. The generosity and more 
particularly a wise appreciation of 
the importance of the situation upon 
the part of Winchester citizens in- 
spired them to a liberal subscription 
list which is supplying the money to 
create useful work of permanent 
value to the town and at the same 
time relieve unemployment.

MIDDLESEX COFNTY EXTEN- 
SION SERVICE REPORT 



Tho work of the Middlesex County 
Extension Service in Winchester for 
1931 was divided into three lines, 
namely: Agriculture, Homemakinir 
and Boys' and Girls' 4-H Club work. 

In agriculture the work took the 
.'<-.rm of assisting those interested :r. 



home gardens and a few local farm- 
ers who have made requests largely 
along the line of fruit growing and 
market gardening. 

In homemuking three sections of 
the town have carried on organized 
projects: the Highlands, Nounan and 
Washington sections. Mrs. Rony 
Snyder. Mrs. E. S. Winn. Mrs. Edw. 
O'Connor, Mrs. Thomas Conlan and 
Mrs. Valerie O'Connor acted as lend- 
ers for these groups. 

Seventy-three homemakers attended 
the series of monthly meetings, at 
which time the Homemaker's Day was 
discussed. More intelligent market- 
ing was stressed for the homemakers 
and the local merchants co-operated 
by displaying the Extension poster, 
"Know Your Groceries" with a win- 
dow exhibit which called attention to 
grades, brands, weights, sizes and 
relative price. Economical and nu- 
tritious meals, time schedules and 
family co-operation were also empha- 
sized. Six hundred and sixteen im- 
proved practices were reported by 
these women and information was 
passed on to 1 other homemakers. 

Over 40 mothers followed the series 
of meetings on "Child Guidance." 
The-e meet uiK-s were planned to help 
parents better understand their chil- 
dren and develop n constructive pro- 
gram. The discussions included "Un- 
dcrstandintr Our Child," "You and 
Your Child." "Education Throuirh 
Play." "Clothing Our Children." 
"Feedinir Our Children" and "Telling 
ihe Children the Story of Life," 

Unon request the home demonstra- 
tion agent spoke lo the following or- 
ganizations: Women's Fortnightly 
«'luh anil the Highlands' Parent- 
Teacher.*' Association. 

In Boys' and Girls' Club work, 55 
were enrolled. Mr. James J. Quinn, 
served as town chairman for this 
work and Miss Claire Walker, Charles 
Eshback and Kenneth Benson served 
as local leaders. Charles Eshback 
was awarded a week at the Massa- 
chusetts 4-H club camp for doing out- 
standing garden club work. Kenneth 
Benson was awarded a trip to ('amp 
Field. Brockton and Josephine Sca- 
turo wa- awarded a two-day trip to 
the Massachusetts State College for 
doing outstanflinir club work. 

It is hoped another year that even 
a larger enrollment may be made in i 
these clubs because it furnishes an i 
excellent opportunity to assist in the j 
homes, not only crowine vegetables j 
but by preserving them for winter 



use, and at the same time the boys , 
and girls are receiving an education j 
that will be of value to them in later 
life.

CERT OF THIRD SEASON 



Large Audience Greets Chorus and 
John Percival 

The Winchester Choral Society, un- 
der the direction of J. Albert Wilson 
ami with Mary H. French, accompa- 
nist, opened its third season Tuesday 
evening in the Town Hal!, presenting 
th<; following program: Bach, "Break 
Forth, O Beauteous Hcav'nly Light;" 
Borodin, "Polovetzian Dance an'l 
Chorus," from the Opera. "Prince 
Igor;" "Men of Harlech." Welsh 
Melody; Morley, ".My Bonnie Luss;" 
"John feel," old English hunting 
song; Brahnn. "Chorus of Homage;'' 
Roberton, "Celtic Hymn;" Edward 
German, "London Town;" George 
Kevin, "0 Hush Thee, My Babie;" 
"Annie Laurie," Scotch Melody; Sulli- 
van, "Dance a Cachucha" from "The 
Gondoliers;" Hadley, "Song of the 
Marching Men." The truest artist, 
John Percival, baritone, sang Griffes, 
"Zwei Konige sassen auf Orkadal;" 
Brahms, "Nachtigall;" Wagner, "U-s 
Deux Grenadiers;" Grant-Schaelfer, 
"The Sea;" Footc, "Lilac Time;" "A 
Bullynure Ballad," old Irish; White, 
"King Charles." As encores after his 
second group he sang the negro spirit- 
uel, "Swing I.ow, Sweet Chariot," ar- 
ranged by Guion, and Behrend, "Bon 
Jour, Ma Belle." His accompanist 
was Edwin Hiltcliffe. The assisting 
pianist for the Bach and Borodin 
numbers was Mary H. William. An 
audience that filled the hall and bal- 
conies to the doors gave evidence of 
the greatest pleasure. 

Maintaining to a marked degree it> 
personnel of preceding seasons the 
Society has gained in tonal quality 
and in responsiveness to it>_ leader's 
baton. Many acclaimed Tuesday's 
concert, its finest, the chorus singing 
at all times with a beauty of tone, 
fidelity to pitch and a musical intelli- 
gence which aroused the enthusiasm 
of the most critical of its bearers. 
With but few exceptions the selec- 
tions were sung unaccompanied, proof 
positive of the Society's unusual 
ability. At lacks and releases and 
the rounding of phrases were again 
especially worthy of note. but»afler 
all, it was on Tuesday as in preced- 
ing seasons, the balance of the churns, 
the unusual strength in the hurd-tn- 
tlnd bass and alto sections, which eon 
tributed most to the Society's per- 
formance. Few choral groups have 
such vocal resources as the Winches- 
ter Society possesses. 

The depth and beauty of tone which 
the chorus achieved in the opening 
Bach chorale gave promise of an 
evening of musical enjoyment which 
was richly fulfilled us the well-bal- 
anced program continued. 

Few choruses could match the So- 
eity's rendition of Borodtn's diffi- 
cult score, the beautiful flowing 
melody of the sections for women's 
voices contrasting sharply with the 
full throated, lusty singing of the 
men. The crashing attacks and the 
swelling climax with which the se- 
lection closed were most thrilling and 
were warmly applauded. Dwight H. 
Papps sung the bass solo passage. 

Perhaps the finest thing which the 
Society did Tuesday was the unac- 
companied singing of the lovely "Cel- 
tic Hymn." The sheer beauty of tone, 
especially of the men's voices, aroused 
the audience to real enthusiasm and 
an encore was demanded. It was 
sung without the assistance of an in- 
troductory chord, in perfect pitch, de- 
spite the hot, stuffy hall. 

Encores were also demanded after 
the old Knglish numbers, "My Bon- 
nie Lass" by Morley and the favorite 
"John Peel." but in general Mr. Wil- 
son wisely refrained from lengthen- 
ing his program. 

He was forced to yield to the audi- 
ence at the closing number and repent 
Hadley's "Seng of the Marching 
Men." in the singing of which the 
chorus hnil the assistance of Mr. Per- 
eival. Nevin's beautiful lullaby also 
called for an encore, and the audience 
•vainly sought a repeat after the 
singing of "Annie I^aurie," unusually 
and effectively arranged and also sung 
unaccompanied. 

The Society entered heartily into 
the spirit of the spritely numbers by 
Sullivan ond Brahms, the latter call- 
ing for alternate singing by the wom- 
en and men with climaxing full cho- 
rus. The virile "Men of Harlech" 
was splendidly done. 

Certainly one of the most difficult 
bits of singing in the entire program 
was the key change from the major 
into the minor, and back again, in 
German's "London Town." Done 
unaccompanied and with absolute 
fidelity to pitch, this proof of vocal 
excellence was heartily applauded.

MRS. EVA M. TWOMBLEY 

Mrs. Ev.i M. Twombley, a resident of 
Winchester for more than half a cen- 
tury and the widow of William A. 
Twomble;-, died Saturday morning, 
Jan. 23, at her home 93 Wildwood 
•street after a brief illness. She had 
been for some months in failing 
health. 

Mrs. Twombley was the daughter of 
George H., and Nancy (Blaisdell) 
Fuller. She was born 78 years ago 
in Seymour, Conn., her early life be- 
ing spent in Salem and West Medford. 

Following her marriage in 1875 she 
came to Winchester to make her home 
in th- old Twombley homestead on 
Wildwood street, built by her hus- 
band's grandfather Samuel W. Twom- 
bley, a prominent citizen and at the 
head of the "Village Improvement 
Society" responsible for setting out 
70(1 trees along Wildwood street and 
around the Common. 

Mrs. Twombley was a member of 
the old Winchester Choral Society, or- 
ganized many years ago at the home 
»f Dr. Windsor, and was also a mem- 
ber of the Woman's Fortnightly Club. 
Her pleasing personality and strength 
of character endeared her to a wide 
circle of friends among older resi- 
dents of the town while the cheerful- 
ness with which she accepted tin- 
long period of ill health with which 
she was afflicted proved a source of 
inspiration to those associated with 
her.

American institution. The first na- 
tional peace society was started in 
1S28 by a man from Maine named 
William Ladd and the idea of a World 
Court was agitated by Americans 
from that time through the adminis- 
trations of President McKinley nnd 
President Roosevelt, who sent dele- 
gates to The Hague, until the World 
War. After the war, Elihu Root suc- 
ceeded in making the World Court a 
reality and then, after working 100 
years to get it, the United States re- 
fused to join. That it has proven a 
_ most efficient and satisfactory means 
j of arbitration is shown by the fact 
that .'ir> countries have now signed the 
special clause, which compels them to 
take their international disputes to 
the World Court for settlement. 

Speaking of disarmament, Miss 
Hunt said that the word is not to be 
misunderstood. It means simply a 
limitation of armaments. The idea of 
disarmament originated when the pa- 
trol of the Canadian border was abol- 
ished and a commission established, 
which has had no difficulty in settling 
any differences between the United 
States and Canada. Disarmament 
was again put forward in the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, which 55 countries 
signed. For 13 years Germany, Hun- 
gary, Austria and Bulgaria have 
waited for these countries to keep 
their agreement and now things have 
reached such a crisis that something 
must be done. Will the disarmament 
conference called for next month at 
Geneva meet with success? 

The United States called the first 
naval disarmament conference. Here 
Franco proved the stumbling block. 
The Washington Conference got rid 
of the treaty betwe?n England and 
Japan but England and United States 
could not agree on the question of 
cruisers. The London Naval Confer- 
ence did a great deal. It limited bat- 
tleships, destroyers, cruisers and sub- 
marines, Italy and France refused to 
sign because Italy demands parity 
with France. The coming conference 
at Geneva proposes to limit the fight- 
ing men in army, navy and air service 
and to limit army material by the 
amount of money spent; that is to 
take an average of the amount spent 
in the last four years and agree not 
to spend more than that this year. In 
this country there is much propogan- 
da against this. The United States is 
the only country to hold out for bat- 
tleships and England wants the sub- 
marine done away with. 

The present situation in Germany 
seems to indicate that the only reme- 
dy there is the cancellation of repara- 
tions and war debts. Otherwise Ger- 
many, fighting for very existence, will 
do as she pleases and who can say, 
with the youth of Germany supporting 
fascism and communism, what the 
outcome will be and what dire effects 
such an upheaval might have on the 
rest of the world.

The brush and weeds along the 
•<i res oi Hie stretch of land 30 feet 
wide, purchased of Mr. Sylvester m 
ItKiS iir £29 was cleared up and the 
trravel which ha.i been th rown up by 
ihe previous owner in dredging the 
or-ok was levelled off. leaving a path 
from four to eight feet wide on ea.h 
side of the brook. 

Across the brook at different places 
were built four concrete dams about 
two feet in height. As a result of 
these dams the water was set hack 
for a distance of 10'J to 2oll feet - in 
each case affording in winter a place- 
for small children to skate and in the- 
summer a chance for them to go in 
swimming in relatively shallow water. 

Opposite the end i.f Salem street, 
where there had been for many years 
a crossing with temporary bridges 
constructed, a reinforced ' concrete 
toi l-bridge was put over the brook 
ii i tin- convenience of those in that 
neiphb.irhooil. A coin ribu tor to tho 
Sun recently referred to this bridirt* 
as the "Dinkey Briijgy"— an excellent 
name, and I hope it may hereafter In- 
!-iii\\!i hy this dulcet appellation. We> 
have repaired the abutments of lvw> 
highway bridges across Canal street, 
and Sylvester avenue, which were 1h- 
ing undermined by swift running 
water in time of freshets. Mr. 
Charles (ileason furnished the stone 
and Mr. Fitzgerald the gravel and 
the necessary trucking— all without, 
charge. We repaired and extended 
several surface drain pipes runninc 
into the stream, the town furnishing 
the necessary pipe.

The 
waters of this stream, once so filthy,, 
seem to be quite free from pollution, 
so that Wedge Pond will have a 
stream of clear water constantly run- 
ning into it near the junction of Main 
and Lake st reets.

And 
Moserw with its 5 year plan and Ma- 
drid the centre of a new Spain. We 
must watch Rome because of its 10th 
year as a Fascist state and Delhi the 
hitbed of Indian revolt. 

We must keep our eye on Mukden 
because China and Japan both need 
it, on Tokio where new elections are 
to be held and Nnnking whose gov- 
ernment changes from day to day. 
And we must not forget to watch 
. Manilln for there is a new quality in 
the independence movement in the 
I Philippines and Australia which has 
i the most radical experiment of any

because of the impending Imperial 
Conference. And Rio Janeiro, Bue- 
nos Aires and Santiago are worth 
watching because of their financial 
government. 

In closing her lecture Miss Avery 
said that the great interest of the 
past year had been science, for sci- 
ence with its discoveries and develop- 
ments has opened new and great pos- 
sibilities to all the world.

Whereas, its opponents are now 
asking Congress to resubmit the 
question of prohibition through a re- 
peal amendment to be ratified by 
state conventions called for that pur- 
pose; and 

Whereas, We have no reason to be- 
lieve that those opponents who have 
not counseled obedience to the 18th 
amendment and its enforcement act 
and those who have openly advocated 
disobedience and disregard of the 
same, which is selective anarchy, 
would change their nttitude and ac- 
cept the vote of the majority of states 
should the repeal amendment fail of 
rati (icat ion; and 

Whereas, we are confident that re- 
submission would not take prohibi- 
tion out of politics but would intensi- 
fy it as a state issue; therefore be it 
' Resolved, that we are opposed to 
the resubmission of the 18th amend- 
ment to be ratified by state conven- 
tions or by state legislatures, and 
that we ask our Congressman from 
this district and our U. S. Senators 
to vote against such a resolution and 
to vote for adequate appropriations 
for law enforcement and for educa- 
tion in law observance.

In addition to the routine articles 
necessary for the transaction of de- 
partmental business there are those 
concerned with the appropriation of 
$60,522.72 levied upon the town by 
the County Commissioners as its as- 
sessment for the new County Tuber- 
culosis Hospital; with the appropria- 
tion of an additional sum for the com- 
pletion of the work begun on the new 
high and junior high construction; 
and with the proposal to set apart a 
portion of the excess and deficiency 
account as available funds to be de- 
ducted by the Assessors from the 
amount of taxes required to be as- 
sessed in the current year. 

There is also an article raising the

Less than a year before his death 
Thomas Edison was asked if prohi- 
bition had been a help to economic 
life in America; if it strengthened the 
industrial -landing of our nation 
abroad. His answer was, "Ye--, to a 
greater extent than is realized." To 
i he question whether or not prohibi- 
tion had benefited the life and wel- 
fare o' the children of the nation, 
and whether as a result of prohibition, 
children are better fed. clothed, and 
educated, he replied, "In my judg- 
ment. decidedly yes. In support of 
Ibis opinion and in this connection lei 
me cite my experience as a manufac- 
turer. On pay days before prohibi- 
tion, hundreds of pale-faced women, 
shabbily dressed, some with faded 
shawls around their heads, appeared 
al our factory in West Orange. They 
were waiting to get some of their hus- 
bands' money before it got to a sa- 
loon. Within a year after the amend- 
ment not a single woman appeared. 
Surely we Americans do not want a 
return of this state of affairs. Un- 
doubtedly the condition of the mother 
indicates tlx- condition of the child." 

Another question which was pro- 
pounded to the inventor was: "Should 
the lXth Amendment be retained as a 
blessing to our American homes to- 
day and to those of future genera- 
tions?" To this he replied emphati- 
cally. "Ye-, enforcement is getting 
more practical day by day.

The Biblical miracle of the loaves 
and the fishes was somwhat paralleled 
in real life during the recent famine 
in Kansu Province, China, according 
to a communication to the National 
Geographic St.ciely from Williani \V. 
Simpson, Tennessee missionary whose 
son acted as guide and interpreter 
for Dr. Joseph Pf Rock, National Geo- 
graphic Society explorer. 

A handful of potatoes sent from 
America. 25 years ago, planted and 
extensively propagated by Christian 
missionaries in this remote part of 
China along the Tibet bonier, saved 
the lives of more than a million 
Chinese when the district was rav- 
aged by drought ami famine, Mr. 
Simpson says. 

Wlv !i the first Americans and Eu- 
ropeans penetrated the Kansu Prov- 
ince, and established mission sta- 
tions in Taochow (Obi City), soma 
40 years ago they found a native 
Chinese potato which was small, 
poor, and had a very loW food value. 
The natives of the district, with 
little regard for the future, bad b.-en 
in the habit each year of eatimr the 
In st crop and saving the poorest po- 
tatoes f«r seed, the communicatiun 
5 continues. 

I A letter of appeal to the United 
1 Slates brought four Karly Rose po- 
tatoes f ri m Tennessee, and these 
were planted in 1.8H7, two in Taochow 
and two in Minohow. They grew very 
I and produced many tubers of 
line quality in Chinese soil. The mis- 
sionaries kept all that were produced 
the first year for seed. The m-xt year, 
however, the crop was divided with 
the Chinese, who were taught how 
to cut up the large potatoes for seed 
in order t > keep up the quality of the 
crop.

I.IAOMNt;, RICHEST MANCHl'- 
IMAN PROVINCE 

.Movement of Japanese troops in 
the direction of Chinchowfu, shifts 
the center of interest in troubled 
Manchuria from the province of 
iieilungkinng, in the tmrth, to the 
southern province of I.iaoninjr. also 
known as KeiiKtien, Shenicking, or 
Mukden province. 

Liuoning- or whichever name one 
chouses to call it— province is the 
smallest hut richest division of Man- 
churia, says a bulletin from the 
Washington. I). C. headquarters of 
the National Gemrraohic Society. 
With more than lo.OGO.OOO inhabit- 
ants it is by far the most densely 
populated part of China's eastern- 
most territory. 

In Several Ways Comparable lo 
Illinois 

In several ways the provineo miirht 
be compared to the State of Illinois. 
I.iaoning' has about the same urea, 
some 5(1,000 stptare inilesi it extends 
over latituile only a little farther 
north than Illinois: its climate is 
comparable, although the winters are 
a little more severe in the .Manchu- 
rian province; each contains rich 
beds of coat; each has a busy railroad 
network ; ami many uf the agricul- 
tural products are the same. At 
least half of Manning is a vast level 
plain, which in its undeveloped state, 
resembles th- Illinois of a hundred 
years ago. 

Mukden, a metropolis ,-f almost 
half a million people, is the capital 
and chief city of the province, and 
the nominal capital of all Manchuria. 
China recently set up a temporary 
capital in Chinchowfu, hut Mukdvti 
has remained the administrative cen- 
ter of Japanese influence, which now 
includes all but the southwestern 
corner of Liaoning. 

Mukden ; s really three cities in 
one. Modern Japanese business and 
residential blocks surround the rail- 
way station where the traveler from 
Chosen (Korea i, or Dairen. or Pein- 
ing alights. Bus lines and taxieab« 
take the tourist throueh the European 
quarter to the gates of the high-walled 
Chinese city two miles away. Japa- 
nese. Russians anil Chinese meet but 
tin not mingle. Each nation has a city 
of its own. 

Relics of Mukden's Historic Past 

On'v a few tumbs of Manehu filers 
and the huge palace of Genehis Khan 
remind one of Mukden's past. Modern 
Mukden is wholly absorbed in trade. 
I.yine i" 'he center of a rich agricul- 
tural plain, it forms the meeting 
point of several busy trutikline ro'l- 
v-mils. The Japanese section of thf 
city offers a splendid example of 
colonial efficiency. Strepts ar- broad, 
straight end paved. There are hos- 
pitals, schools, police stations, elec- 
tric lights, telephones, movies, and 
tine stores and shon<. Over the rail- 
road station is an excellent Etironean 
style hotel, complete with brass hods 
and tile baths. 

Around Mukden lie the richest and 
most highly developed sections of the 
province of Liaoninir. Twenty-two 
miles east of the capital are the bi- 
tuminous coal fields of Fushun, one 



uf the laregst coal pockets in tie- 
world. Kusntin lias been madr- a 
model colliery town, with well-built 
homes for workmen, and its iciue-,. 
mostly u|ien-|iit, are equipped with 
the latest American machinery, S'J 
| miles uf electric railway, extensive 
coke ovens, and gas ami electric 
| plants, ilii shale- anil iron ore are 
| also found in the vicinity. In the 
I Anshan district, south uf Mukden, a 
1 large iron and steel works is operated 
by the Smith Mancburian Railroad. 

Willi sum,, uf the finest agricul- 
tural land in the world the province 
of Liaoning naturally is a leader in 
farm products. Much of the 221.000,- 
000-biishel Manchuriaii crop of soy 
beans in l'.rJ!' came from Liaoning. 
Other cereals, such as millet, sure- 
hum, and kaoliang la course maize I 
are raised in large quantities. In 
Mukden and other cities uf the dis- 
trict large mills press soy beans in- 
to huge cakes fur export, or convert 
them into industrial ajcnhol. 

Source of Pongee 
In the eastern part of Liaoninir, on 
the Y.tIu River, the city uf Ant ling 
is a lumber and silk center. The 
lumber is limited down the Yahl 
River and picturesque caravans bring 
in the tussah. or wild silk cocoons, 
from which pongee is made. 

Southwestern, anil south-central. 
Liaoning are the most important 
fruit-raising districts in th" Orient 
The pears and grapes of this part of 
Manchuria have both a line aroma 
and flavor, and find ready markets 
in both China and Japan. Around 
the mouth of the I.iao River, which 
flows southward through the heart 
of the province, American iipl-«nd 
cotton has been prawn succe««''u!!y. 
The reeion is no rival of the Nile or 
Dixie hut it produces enough liber 
| to meet local demands. 

\ During the winter months Liaoning 
j carries on a busy trad" in furs, |{uv- 
ers from the New York and St. I^mis 
i fur houses bargain with traders from 
i the north for all sizes and grades of 
' skins from (log to marten, and from 
| Siberian squirrel to Manehurian tiger.

Recent dedication of a $7">,000.0()0- 
dam near Sukkur, India, transforms 
some 5,00(1.000 acres of arid plains of 
northwest India into potential farm 
land, Karachi, famous stop-over and 
fueling station fur Europe-Asia-A'us- 
tralia air pilots, has hopes of hav- 
ing its docks piled hitrh with haus of 
rice, cotton bales, and wool products 
for export. 

A '-ready, says a bulletin from the 
Washington. D. C headquarters of 
the National tieogrnnhic Society, the 
Indus has served India's teeming mil- 
lions as on" of Nature's own might- 
iest irrigation systems. 

Nature's Irrigation Systems 

Lay your hand, with finirers out- 
spread, flat on the table before you, 
ami your five fingers will be the 
tributaries which give Puniab its 
name, menninc "the land of five riv- 
ers." Thes" five great rivers unite 
in the wrist, which i~ comparable to 
the Indus proper and then they con- 
veniently spread nirain into a delta, 
fertilizing a broad span of coast as 
do th» Nile and the Mi««issiiini. 

Antl whence comes this vast volume 
of water? 

From Nature's greatest reservoir — 
from India's northern mountain bar- 
rier, thp Hindu Knsh ranire, the Pa- 
mir, the west Himalava ran"e — 
which collects the moisture out uf 
thin air by the tons, stores it un in 
the form of snow and ice. and filters 
it down through the Indus, and all 
across the Indus- Ganges plain which.

Whole villages have been swept from 
its new path, soil has been slripticd 
clean from thousands of acres uf lino 
farm land, and villages near its old 
course deserted to parch in the hot. 
desert sun.

the principal mountain stops uf the 
Citroen-Haardt Trans-Asia F.xpedi- 
tinn with which th- National (!eo- 
irrephic S' c ; oiy is co-iiperat in". Then 
it veers southward tu th- Arabian Sea 
; across the plains uf the Punjab and 
Si tul Province. 

In the mountains its torrent tum- 
bles through deep gorges in the 
shadow i f some of the world's h'vrh 
est mountain peaks. In flood lime 
travelers have seen the river rise in 
gorges tu upwards of .V) feet. 

In its 1700-milv course, the riv u- 
drops aboat 18 000 feet. About Ki.noO 
feet uf that drop takes place in the 
liist thousand miles, which are in the 
mountains. Even when the river 
I passe,- into the plain.-. :t (lows fur 
many miles at the late uf more than 
six miles an hour. 

The Indus uf the plains flows in a 
bed ranging from a half mile tu a 
mile wide. The tide is felt for only 
80 miles from its mouth but small 
boats can navigate its channel al- 
most to the foot of the mountains. At 
normal times it contributes about 
41,000 cubic feet of water per second 
to the Arabian Sea. In flood times, 
ten times as much water flows 
ihrouirh its delta.

be found. The government ha- been 
secure lor many years; but s. light 
is the Chinese Land on the re.n. that 
many of the inhabitants spend th"ir 
entire lives in ignorance of the Chi- 
nese language. 

Kashgar is set down in an oasis of 
fine, fertile loess soil. The surround- 
ing fields are irrigated and luar abun- 
dant crops of grains and fruits. In 
the suburbs of the town are long 
lanes shaded by rows of willows and 
plane trees, beside which gurgle ca- 
nals of coffee-colored water. Along 
th«s t , bines plod donkeys laden with 
produce for the city market, which is 
one of the most colorful in Asia. 

Shopping in Kashgar, Mr. Williams 
writes, means farinir forth with 
pockets stutied with Chinese plasters, 
large rectangles of thick green and 
black paper money. Kach bill is worth* 
about a third of an American dollar.

George Sewell Fenwick Bartlett of 
1(S Mason street, clerk of the Board 
of Selectmen and assistant treasurer 
of the Boston Five Cent Savings 
Bank, died early Wednesday morning. 
Feb. 17, in the Palmer Memorial 
Hospital. His death came as a se- 
vere shock to his family and friends 
as he had been thought to be recov- 
ering from an operation, and had been 
expected shortly to return to his 
home. 

Mr. Bartlett was one of the best 
informed persons on civic matters in I 
Winchester. He was appointed clerk 
of Selectmen Oct. 1, 1010, and had 
filled this important post ably since 
that time, his knowledge of town af- 
fairs enabling him to offer advice and 
suggestions of value to his associates. 
He had served the town as a town 
meeting member in Precinct 2 for 
the past three years. Flags on the 
Common and public buildings were 
placed at half staff in his honor. 

For 34 years Mr. Bartlett was as- 
sociated with the Boston Five Cent 
Savings Bank, rising to the position 
of assistant treasurer and being in 
charge of the bank's life insurance 
department. 

He was widely known in banking 
circles, a member of the American 
Institute of Banking and in 1-U22 was 
president of the Huston Chapter of 
the Institute.

•ier, knee breeches and dueli>u pis- 
iols— complete with all the appeal of 
taiv ladle.- and gallant gentlemen, 
Sheridan's famous farce comedy tn 
five acts and 11 scenes was given on 
last Friday evening in the "Little 
Theatre Heneath a Spire" by the Dra- 
rnatic Society id' the First Congrega- 
tional Church. An enthusiastic audi- 
-.nee which completely tilled tlu hall 
• as generous in its applause through- 
out the entire production which was 
not concluded until well on the wav 
midnight. The play was staged 
under the direction of Mervin E. 
Stevens, dramatic director of Phillips 
Andover Academy. 

Though entirely ditferent in plot 
and action, last Friday evening's pro- 
duction was reminiscent of its pre- 
decessor, "Tons of Money," presented 
last fall.

The latter and Sir An- 
thony Absolute conspire to wed Lydia 
to Sir Anthony's son, Captain Jack 
Absolute, with whom the young iady 
fnas already fallen in love, though be- 



■ lieving him to be Ensign Beverly. 
When she learns that her lover is 
that one whom her guardian and Sir 
Anthony wish her to accept she re- 
fuses him point blank, and leads the 
conspirators a merry dance before 

.surrendering to the Captain's suit. 
Meanwhile trouble arises among 
Lydia 's many suitors and one of them 
"Bob" Acres, urged on by the pugna- 
tious Sir Lucius (> Trigger, challenges 
Absolute to a due!, though in mortal 
fear of everything at all pertaining 
to a "Held of honor." He is delighted 
to find that Absolute is his friend. 
Beverly, which fact precludes their 
meeting, but the war-iikc O'Trigger 
suggests that instead of Absolute he 
liu'ht Faulkland. who is in a hutf be- 
cause his lady. Julia, is able to enjoy 
herself away from hi- presence. The 
terrified Acres ami the reluctant 
Faulkland are about to settle their 
difficulty when the ladies get wind of 
the duel and arrive haste to put an 
end to the lighting. 

A note of cros.- comedy is intro- 
duced by ©'Trigger's suit to Lydia 
which is intercepted by Mrs. Malaprop 
who in turn dispatches notes which 
are accepted by Sir Lucius in the be- 

. lief that they come from Lydia. 
Learning that he has been duped the 
wrathful O'Trigger refuse* to marry 
any one. therebv leaving the romanti- 
cally inclined Malaprop with a most 
uncomplimentary opinion of all men. 

As indicated above, the Dramatic 
Society's presentation was an ex- 
cellent one, the actor* being well cast 
and skillfully coached in their re- 

! spective roles. Individual honors 

. must go to Clifford Cunningham 
whose Sir Anthony Absolute was a 
very real person. His splendid make- 
up and senile laugh will be long re- 
membered.

I N EMPLOYMENT RELIEF NOTES 



j No report has heretofore been pub- 
! lished in the Star with references to 
: our pledges. We asked the citizens 
of Winchester for the sum of $48,000. 
The pledge list at this moment is 
$47,:{H>. in addition to which a num- 
ber of pledges have been canceled, 
the total of which if added tn the 
above sum would exceed the $48,000 
which was the original objective. Up 
to this time we have collected $27.- 
531. Of course this means that a 
substantial amount has been paid in 
advance of due dates. Pledges paid 
in full amount to $!>,.'}.'{|. Our dis- 
bursements are now greater than our 
receipts. The pledge period is for 
six months and does not therefore 
mature until and including the month 
of May. Our citizens and residents 
making pledges are proving most re- 
liable with respect to Ov soundness 
of the pledges as assets. For De- 
cember and January the outstandings 
are about $:}00 as against a total sum 
due of over $l. r >,000, or approximate- 
ly one-fifth of one per cent. This is 
a remarkable record. 

As this is written, 104 men are up- 
on the active pay roll. The majority 
of them have the full five-day week. 
Others, single men or a man with 
wife only, are given work for a short- 
ened week, proportioned always to 
the need of the worker and his re- 
| sponsibilities. 

! All mathematical calculations in- 
dicate that the money contributed by 
I Winchester citizens is being used in 
'such fashion that it is returning to 
! Winchester as a town very high value 
i per dollar. 



Workmen's Compensation and Public 
Liability Insurance 

In answer to questions and to sup- 
ply information to those who are in- 
terested in the subject of workmen's 
compensation insurance, it will be 
interesting to know 'that under the 
laws of the State a Committee en- 
gaged in work such as we are doing 
is without employee responsibility 
and also without public liability. 

The Legislature in its wisdom de- 
cided that corporations of such type 
as the Unemployment Relief Com- 
mittee should not carry responsibili- 
ty to either the members of such a 
committee or to an organization in 
corporate form which has been 
created for the purpose of doing this 
type id' work. 

Any responsibility which may be 
assumed is therefore voluntary in 
character. For this reason employees 
should make no requests of or claims 
upon the Committee unless of seri- 
ous character and they should use 
great care to avoid personal injury. 

The Committee naturally requires 
of the men on its pay roll a full day's 
work as the only adequate means of 
returning to the town an equivalent 



I for the funds voluntarily provided by 
I its citizens for the purpose of dealing 
jwith the unemployment situation.

.surfacing and grass growing on a 
large area which is now the remains 
of the extensive dumping which has 
been developed there. More than 
$4000 worth of loam has been deliv- j 
em! to the Junior High School area ; 
and this is being steadily augmented. 

Some of the committee made a 
Washington's Birthday survey of the 
Aberjona basin to confirm previous 
studies. It will be necessary in order 
to carry this filling program forward j 
to extend and correct the location of 
the surface drainage at the norther- ; 
]y end of Judkins Pond. Pipe must 
be brought down through the long 
peninsula of land to a point much, 
nearer the Mt. Vernon street bridge.. 
The present temporary drain will 
have acres of land built up in front 
of it. This will eventually make pos- 
sible a splendid park for high school 
or other uses. This low land would 
never be desirable for building pur- 
poses. 

At this writing 208 men are being 
employed and paid from the proceeds 
of the fund. Of this number. 58 are 
on full time of five days each week, 
21 on four-day time. 51 on a three- 
day schedule, and 78 on two-day 
schedule. The adjustment of time is 
of course based upon the thoroughly 
investigated needs of the worker and 
those dependent upon him. 

Crews are working at the Mill 
Pond and Horn Pond Brook, carry- 
ing forward from the termination of 
the work by Mr. Lewis r^rkhuwt. 
Riprap is used upon this section of 
m brook in order to prevent . erosion 
Some 1200 square feet has been placed 
in position. Another crew is work- 
ing at Leonard Field. Eight paint- 
ers are at work on .the Cemetery 
house. Six men are doing special sttr 
key work under the direction of the 
Engineering Department. Four men 
are working for the Water Works. 
Three men are cutting brush on town 
property near High street. 

Thirty eight hundred and seventy 
«*Ms of si'.t have thus far been re- 
moved from the Mill Pond. 

Thirtv nine hundred and ninety one 
units of clothing have been issued up 
to date. 

Direct employment work has been 
furnished thus far t« the extent of 
818.931.64.

The conference which was one of 24 
held in different parts of the United 
States, was largely attended. Many 
ladies from Winchester attended the 
meetings on Tuesday. At the lunch- 
eon held in the Statler on Wednes- 
day, the local organization was rep- 
resented by Mrs. Alfred Friend.

Chief among the notable speakers 
were Dr. Richard C. Cabot, Profes- 
sor of Harvard School of Medicine; 

U. S. Dis- 
trict Attorney Joseph Zottile, Judge 
Municipal Court; Dr. Daniel L. Marsh, 
President Boston University. All 
speakers impressed upon their audi- 
ences the fact that the object of the 
conference was to promote law ob- 
servance, study the problems of 
law enforcement; and to make vocal 
the sentiment in favor of national 
prohibition. 

At the monthly meeting of the lo- 
cal Union held at the home of the 
president. Mrs. Alfred Friend, the 
following resolution was adopted 
and ordered sent to our Senators 
and Representatives at Washington: 

"Congress is faced with the wet 
proposal for a vote in Congress to 
repeal the 18th amendment. This is 
thinly camouflaged as resubmission 
on referendum: words which, of 
course, deceives no intelligent per- 
son but serve or are supposed to 
serve as a screen for wavering dry 
members. It is our intention to sup- 
port Massachusetts Congressmen and 
Senators who vote against repeal, 
and to oppose the nomination and 
election of all who vote for repeal 
under whatever name, to the full 
extent of our ability. If the vote 
should come on the repeal of the Vol- 
stead Act, our attitude and action 
would be the same."

The unemployment relief work will 
soon enter upon a new stage of devel- 
opment. Warm weather is in the off- 
ing. A few men have already secured 
outside employment. Many more will 
we hope follow suit during the month 
of March. The emphasis upon the 
work of the committee is to lie placed 
upon the word "relief." Employment 
is the method of supplying the relief. 
The week is slightly shortened and 
the wage rate per day is lower than 
paid in the cities and lower by 50 
cents per day than the standard for 
permanent town employees. It may 
be necessary to adopt a still lower 
rate beginning April 1. 

We are expending our funds more 
rapidly than they are being collected 
despite the fact that the citizens mak- 
ing pledges are maintaining their 
payments most admirably. The pledge 
period is set for a greater number of 
months than will be the period of 
work. We find that some cities and 
towns are distributing a substantial 
amount of money to needy beneficia- 
ries without labor equivalent. This is 
in part by reason of inadequate plan- 
ning and in part because it is not con- 
venient to supply a form of labor op- 
portunity which does not require the 
expenditure of much additional capital 
in material as a means of utilizing la- 
bor. In Winchester we are fortunate 
) in possessing adequate opportunity for 
i labor employment. No one, however, 
will be sufficiently optimistic as to de- 
scribe the mosquito breeding areas of 
the Aberjona valley north of Mt. Ver- 
non street as an unmixed blessing. 
This area may, however, be trans- 
I formed into one of Winchester's major 
i assets. A series of parks which will 
I make all adjacent property more val- 
uable is within easy grasp and at a 
! moderate expense. Low lying land of 
> this type is unlikely to be built up up- 
1 on a basis which would yield a net tax 
! profit to the town. 
1 Two hundred and eighteen men are 
now upon the pay roll, employed either 
part or full time. Crews are working 
; at the Mill Pond, at Horn Pond Brook 
and Leonard Field. A crew of paint- 
i ters who have been working at the 
! cemetery house have just finished five 
' days' work painting and repairing in 
the Town Hall basement. They re- 
1 turned to their work at the Cemetery 
; this morning. A small crew is at 
; work on the North Reservoir. Anoth- 
I er is clearing brush on town property 
. near High street. Six "white collar" 
! men are doing survey work for the 
Engineering Department. 

Some 4600 cubic yards of silt have 
been removed from the Mill Pond, 
i Good loam would be valued at $2.50 
! per cubic yard delivered on any prem- 
I ises. Because of the high moisture 
content this silt will not pile as high 
in the trucks as would dryer loam. 
I However, the value is high because of 
' its richness and because of the per- 
manent plant food which it will fur- 
nish. A large amount will be sym- 
metrically deposited about the Mill 
i Pond. This will undoubtedly furnish 



an extraordinarily rich bed for the 
growth of rhododendrons and moun- 
tain laurel. If such use is made of 
this area it will make this basin one 
of the beauty spots north of Boston. 
The cherry trees of Washington are 
famous. Many visits are made to 
Washington during the height of the 
blossoming season for the express pur- 
pose of revelling in the gorgeous flow- 
er show afforded. A rhododendron 
flowering time about the Winchester 
Mill Pond is a rich possibility. 

Riprap has been placed at Horn 
Pond Brook at the rear of the town 
yard to a present total of 1680 square 
feet. Three catch basins have also 
been built there to protect this de- 
velopment. 

Clothing has been distributed to 
date to the extent of 4208 units. This 
has brought great comfort to a large 
number of persons and families.

WINCHESTER HOSPITAL 
20 YEARS OLD 



on .Mar. 11, 1912 the Winchester 
Jiospitul threw open it.« doors in wel- 
come to an «nii desired the service* 
■ ■I' phy.-ieian ami nurse, working with 
the facilities of a well eijuippcd cot- 
tage hospital. From that day, 20 
years airo, to this, a friendly, kindly 
atmosphere of wholesome hospitality 
has characterized the institution. The 
hospital had it< genesis in the Win- 
chester Visiting .Nurse Association 
which was organized on the first day 
of Feb. 1-'! years earlier, makiiiir the 
organization 33 years old last month. 
From a very .-mall hcKinniiiK the As- 
sociation has steadily grown, con- 
stant!) improving it.- methods of ear- 
ing for the sick, expanding, adopting 
the latest and licst procedures, keep- 
ing abreast ••! tile times. 

Miss K. <". McArdie, faithful and 
competent, the first district nurse, 
was on call nn-hi and day ai the serv- 
ice of all the physicians in town. As 
the result of her work, the Associa- 
tion grew in favor und esteem and 
soon it became necessary to employ 
two nurses. .Miss Tekla Knholm and 
Miss Bernice Hillings followed Miss 
McArdie. Miss Knholm resigned af- 
ter a few months and Miss Flora 
Stevens took her place. Then, for a 
period of 12 years, Miss Billings and 
M ss Stevens, first class graduate 
nurses, worked untiringly, making a 
most enviable reputation for skill, 
efficiency and faithfulness. 

There was no hospital, there were 
no automobiles in those days. It was 
the time of horses, hitching posts and 
stepping stone-. In cold, winter 
weather the doctor's horse wore a 
close-fitting body blanket under the 
harness, and a lurire outside blanket 
was adjusted when a stop was made 
for a call, In rainy weather a water 
proof cover was used. Hawes Broth- 
ers kept a livery stable at the center 
on the east side of the railroad tracks 
and Daniel Kelley on the west side, 
all the doc tors boarding their horses 
at one stable or the other. When a 
call came in the middle of the night 
it took some time to get the team 
from the stahle and go to the patient, 
especially if the call came from the 
outskirts of the town. 

At that time all kinds of surgical 
operations were done in the homes of 
Hie people. Laparotomies were per- 
formed in the middle of the night, if 
necessary, on improvised operating 
1 ables made of the kitchen table or 
the nearest thing at hand that an- 
swered the purpose. In many of the 
houses there was no electricity and 
the operating was done by the light of 
h kerosene lamp held by a volunteer, 
usually a neighbor. The administra- 
tion of ether in a rmall room and 
operating by the light of a kerosene 
lamp is dangerous business, but it 
■was done, not infrequently. On one 
occasion during a night operation at 
a home on Swanton street the person 
holding the lamp for the doctors was 
seen to reel on account of faintness, 
and quick action by the etherizer who 
grnktail 'he lamp in the nick of time 
prevented a catastrophe. 

Miss Billings' method of improvis- 
ing an operating room in the small 
house of some poor laborer was a 
■wonderful piece of execution nnd a 
ioy to witness. With nothing at hand 
to' do with except a kitchen stove, 
she produced everything necessary as 
if bv magic in marvelously short time. 
Half a dozen people would be dis- 
patched to different houses in the 
neighborhood, one for sheets, anoth- 
er for towels, a third for wash bowls, 
a fourth for pans, a wash boiler and 
newspapers. In the meantime the 
kitchen fire was started with dry 
kindlings, curtains were removed 
from the operating room alone with 
the furniture, anil in no time the floor 
»as covered with newspapers, the 
imnrovised operating table draped 
with clean sheets, towels were in 
kettles of boiling water, instruments 
gloves and sheets were being steri- 
lized in a wash boiler of boiling water 
nnd in the twinkling of an eye every- 
thing was ready to the last detail-, 
nil was spick and span. It was all 
done without confusion, just a part 
of the davs work, by one who knew 
bow. It ali seemed so simple and won- 
derful. 

The next improvement was a port- 
able operating table contributed by 
Dr. Mead and what a help it was! As 
the years passed by and healing meth- 
ods improved, a small hospital was 
needed to carry out these methods 
and to meet this want the Nurse As- 
sociation on Mar. 11, 1912 opened a 
cottage hospital in the old Todd 
homestead, then owned by Mr. Philip 
Blank which still stands between 
tJovernors avenue and Lincoln street. 
There were no pathalogical or X-ray 
laboratories, no scientific departments 
and little of the equipment used today 
in all modern hospitals. A good prac- 
ticable operating room with steriliz- 
ing apparatus made it possible for the 
doctors to do good work under better 
conditions than ever before. 

Thus the Winchester Hospital had 



a good start) a :::-.;<.!-. needed in-titu- 
li-itt was created and it sufficed for a 
tune for all practical purposes. How-, 
ever, the work of caring for the sick 
increased, largei and better quarters 
became necessary, and "n June 30i 
11)17, five years after the opening of 
the cottaue hospital, the present 
buildimr on upper Highland avenue 
was dedicated, completing one more 
progressive step in the evolution of 
our latest institution. 

Eleven years more went by durinir 
which time one improvement followed 
another; the hospital jrrew and won 
for itself an enviable reputation. To 
improve and enlarge the various de- 
partments a fine addition was dedi- 
cated on May 12, 192S, making the in- 
stitution modern and up to date in 
every icspect. Today it ranks among 
the best. With first class governing 
officers it will continue to improve and 
w ill be made better and better as time 
goes on. It has won the confidence 
of the |>eople, it is a credit to the town 
! ami is worthy of the whole hearted 
support of all. 

Next year it will be 21 years old, 
entitled to the full privileges of citi- 
zenship. Let us hope that its next 
birthday will see it richly endowed 
with ample funds that the officer.- who 
are directing its affairs may not be 
hampered in the work they are so 
capable of doing and s;> willing to 
perform. The greatest jrood comes 
of doing good. No one can give his 
money to a worthier institution, or 
spend it where it will do more good.

The irreat storm which moved ur 
the Atlantic eoa*t did little damage 
in Winchester. It did. however, fur- 
nish the first serious interruption to 
the steady operation of the Unem- 
ployment Relief working program. 
Our gooil neighbors of Woblirn, be- 
tause of imminent lianger of high wa- 
ter in Horn Pon I, raised the dash 
boards at the Horn Pond outlet, with 
the result that the Aberjona water- 
ways were running spring high. On 
Tuesday, the subsidence of water, oc- 
casioned by the lowering of Horn 
Pond and the partial restoration of 
the flash boards, taken together with ' 
the cold weather, has provided a rem- 
edy. At this writing on Wednesday 
mi rning, there has been a subsidence 
of three-quarters of the excess water 
as measured at the Mill Pond. Work 
can be resumed shortly upon some- 
thing approaching a normal basis. 

There are 2 IS men on the pay roll, 
ranging in labor time from two to 
five days each week. 

During the last week 360 additional 
loads of silt have been removed from 
the Mill Pond. A total of 2400 loads

This will 
have the direct effect of keeping the 
tax rate down through a reduced ap- 
pi ipriation for the m rossary purposes 
linked with the completion of the In- 
termediate High School program.

Making Money by Lawlessness 
Kidnapping for ransom is a hard 
crime to deal with. Nevertheless, it 
is one crime for which no punishment 
is too severe. Pandits who capture 
a child, or a business man, ami de- 
mand $50,000 ransom an- not hungry 
victims of the depression. They are 
organized enemies of society. \Vhen 
crime becomes an organized industry 
for one sort of lawlessness, it will in- 
evitably extend its activities. The 
bootleg rings are not crusaders for 
"personal liberty." They are business 
men making money by lawlessness. 

What is the remedy for this sort 
of lawlessness? "Repeal prohibition," 
some people say. Put, that cannot be 
done. The test vote in the Senate 
the other day showed that it cannot 
even be started. The other remedy 
is possible or impossible, according 
as we make it so, that is to break up 
the most profitable branch of or- 
ganized crime by refusing to pa- 
tronize it. There can be no bootleg- 
ging without customers. It is not the 
alcohol-thirsty, who "must have their 
drink," that keep the bootlegger go- 
i ing. It is the law-defiant, who are 
I accustomed to laws to interfere with 
i the other fellow, but who resent law 
i when it interferes with themselves. 

i If the social class will set the ex- 
ample of law obedience, it will be con- 
tagious, among those who (usual- 
ly mistakenly) imagine themselves 
their inferiors, make it less "smart" 
socially to deal with outlaw bootleg- 
gers and you will also have less kid- 
napping, robbery, murder, arson, rape 
and other crimes.

Forestry Work 

The usual forestry work has been 
carried on around the reservoirs. 
There were 12,500 trees planted this 
year to fill in the open spaces on the 
shores. Our regular plan for thinning 
of the hardwood trees has been car- 
ried on. About .'ifi cmds of wood were 
cut. We propose to carry out the 
policy of thinning the hardwood trees 
so that the pine trees will receive the 
necessary sunlight for their growth 
and not uncover the land too rapidly 
so that an excessive evaporation will 
occur. This plan has been approved 
by tin- State Forester. Wood has been 
si. Id to the value of $280. 
(leaning the Shores of the Reservoir* 

The mud has been dug out of one 
cow at the North Reservoir for which 
the town appropriated $1500. This 
money was not enough to complete 
the work necessary for this area. The 
Committee on Unemployment volun- 
Ucred to furnish the labor necessary 
to finish the work. The total cost was 
about $2*100. This work has improved 
I he appearance of the cove but we are 
advised by water works engineers that 
it will not help the quality of the wa- 
ter, which is usually excellent, nor will 
it add to any extent to the capacity 
of the reservoirs. We are of the opin- 
ion that the town should not spend 
any more money at present on this 
kind of work as the results will not 
pay for the expenditure. 

Pol u tion of the Reservoirs 

The most important matter under 
consideration is the menace to the wa- 
ter supply by people coming to the 
reservoirs to pick berries and mush- 
rooms. The pine trees are so thick on 
the water shed that persons attend to 
the wants of nature on the shores of 
the reservoirs and cannot be seen by 
the police. This causes a very seri- 
ous menace to the water as a typhoid 
germ might start an epidemic in the 
I ow n. We will soon be obliged to 
fence in a great part of the water 
shed. As a precaution, we have placed 
a great many "No Trespass" signs so 
that it will be easier for the police to 
enforce the regulations as made by the 
State Department of Health. More 
policing will be required as time goes 
fin, 

Remn\al of Trees From South Dam 

This summer the trees on the upper 
part of the South Dam were removed 
and those on the lower part were 
thinned out. A number of citizens 
drew the attention of the Board of the 
danger that might occur to the dam 
from these trees in a high wind. Not 
feeling competent to pass on this mat- 
ter ourselves, we requested X. Henry 
Goodnough, the retired chief engineer 
of the State Department of Health 
who had charge of all \vat<>r supplies 
in the State, to g ; "e his opift-On of the 
mutter. He advised that the trees be 
removed as the town could not afford 
lo take a chance as these trees grew 
larger, and we followed his advice. 
Police Work at the Reservoir-* 

Fifteen arrests were made during 
the year: three for fishing, five for 
trespassing, one for larceny of trees, 
and six for bathing. 

Nine lost children were cared for. 

.Six fires were sighted from the look- 
out; all but one were on Metropolitan 
tcrritorv 

Four ol these fires were put out by 
the Water Department equipment. 
Testing Meiers 

A systematic plan of testing meters 
has been adopted and the results show 
that an increased revenue will come 
to the town by this method. 

In P.H5 the Board mad" a very care- 
ful study of the water meter situation. 
Al that time, there was a number of 
different makes of meters in use, ne- 
cessitating the carrying of a large as- 
sortment of repair parts. It was vot- 
ed by the Board to make standard a 
house meter manufactured by the 
Pittsburgh Meter Company as it was 
a high grade, simply constructed and 
accurate meter and had a great many 
users in New England. This policy 
has been carried out over the last 15 
years and they have proved very sat- 
isfactory at a very low repair cost.

Additional Money for Schools Appro- 
priated—Appropriation Total 
More Than a Million 

With 183 out of 228 members pres- 
ent the first session of the annual 
Town Meeting got under way Wed- 
nesday evening in the Town Hall. 
Everything was harmonious and the 
meeting moved swiftly through the 
first 19 articles of the warrant, almost 
all of which were accepted without 
opposition or even debate. A total of 
51,028,048.43 was appropriated, of 
which $73,000 is by bond issue. 

After the opening and the usual 
swearing of newly elected offi- 
cials, the meeting stood for the read- 
ing by Chairman Vincent P. Clarke of 
the Board of Selectmen of a resolu- 
tion upon the death of George S. F. 
Bartlett, for l(i years clerk of the 
Board. 

Routine consideration of the first 
two articles in the warrant, and the 
appropriation respectively of $92,438.- 
98 and $1234.41 under Articles 3 and 4 
pertaining to payment of town bonds 
and notes, and to meeting an over- 
draft incurred in 1931 for contagious 
disease, brought the meeting to the 
consideration of Article 5, the long 
article dealing with appropriations for 
the various town departments and ex- 
penditures. 

Item after item was accepted by the 
meeting and appropriations made in 
strict accordance with the recommen- 
dations of the Finance Committee un- 
til the heading "Contagious Disease" 
was reached. 

Here Doctor Blaisdell entered the 
lists to ask for an increase in the 
appropriation from $1500 to $5000, 
stating that tubercular patients, trou- 
ble with rabies and patients in con- 
tagious hospitals would use up $4000 
of the latter figure, leaving only 
SI fidli for current expenses. 

The doctor also championed the 
purchase of a new truck for the col- 
lection of garbage, saying that only 
the tender care of the "town sage." 
Patrick F. Crnughwell, had enabled 
the ancient vehicle to keep going at 
all. 

This was the high point of the meet- 
ing. Mr. Worthen, harking back de- 
lightfully to the days when he and 
Doctor Blaisdell had debated the need 
for a new horse in the Health De- 
partment, and Mr. Maguire adding ap- 
preciably to the sparkling repartee. 

It was suggested that a smaller fig- 
ure be voted than that asked for by 
Doctor Blaisdell and that the balance 
be met. if necessary, by an over-draft, 
but Mr. Earned felt that when the ex- 
amount needed by a department 
Lilian it would be foolish to appro- 
jfrt iv less than the necessary figure. 

The $5000 was voted and once again 
the items slid quietly by until the $"()(» 
recommended for Memorial Day was 
rinsed by $5(1 to provide new grave 
markers for the American Legion. 

A reduction of $39li was made under 
Pensions for Police, but the police ap- 
propriation was raised S2.">0 to make 
provision for the dog officer. Undei 
the heading "Snow and Ice" the ap- 
propriation was increased from $10,- 
(H HI to #12.500. 

Under Article 5 a motion was in- 
troduced by the Finance Committee 
and passed by the town, making pro- 
vision for the possible reduction of 
town salaries at any later date during 

I he year. 

The next four routine articles were 
quickly disposed of and under Article 

II Robert F. Guild was re-elected Di- 
rector of County Aid to Agriculture, 
bis own being the only dissenting vote. 

Article 12 resulted in the meeting 
accepting the reports of the Insurance. 
Library Building. School Building. 
Safety. Eastern Boundary Line. Addi- 
tional Water Supply and Waterways 
Improvement Committees as printed 
in the town report. It was also voted 
to establish a committee of 11 citi- 
zens, one to lie a Selectman, and the 
others chosen by the Moderator, to be 
known as the "Committee on Housing 
of Town Activities." Its duties are to 
consider proposed alterations of the 
town hall for additional office space, 
procure plans, etc.; to consider the use 
or disposal of the Wadleigh School 
building when it shall no longer be 
needed for school purposes, to consid- 
er the desirability of demolishing the 
Legion headquarters and providing 
new quarters for the Post, to hold one 
or more public hearings and to report 
finally to the Town Clerk on or before 
Dec. 31. 1933, Said report to be includ- 
ed in the annual Town Report. The 
sum of $1000 was appropriated for the 
use of this committee. 

An amendment to the original mo- 
tion providing for the committee was 
offered bv Mrs. Lorence M. Woodside 
who asked that the paragraph giving 
to the committee the right to consider 
the necessity or desirability of pro- 
viding facilities for indoor athletic and 
recreational activities be stricken out 
since a separate article dealing with 
this matter had been inserted in the 
warrant for consideration. The meet- 
ing sustained her and her amendment 
was accepted. 

Also under Article 12 another com- 
mittee was established to be known as 
the "Committee on Revision of the 
Building Laws," to consist of seven 
members, and to consider the necessity 
or advisability of revising the town's 
building laws. 

Action on Article 13 was postponed 
until after the special session of the 
Town Meeting on Monday evening. 

Article 14 brought the meeting to 
the consideration of the motion to ap- 
propriate additional funds for the com- 
pletion of the high school addition and 
the new secondary school on Main 
street. It had been thought in ad- 
vance of the meeting that opposition 
to any sizeable appropriation under 
this article might arise, but such was 
net the case.

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THOMAS P. DOTTEN 



Thomas P. Dotten, retired police of- 
ficer and the first man to be appointed 
a patrolman in the Winchester Police 
Department, died on Tuesday, Mar. 
IS, at the Newton Hospital in his 
89th year. Since leaving Winchester 
in H)2fi he had made his home in 
Auburndale with his daughter. Mrs. 
H. C. Cage, until the latter's death 
about a month ago. He had been ill 
since that time. 

Mr. Dotten was the son of Joshua 
and Nancy I Patterson) Dotten and 
was born in Wallace Harbor. N. S. 
lie came to Winchester in ISC!) and 
for a time was employed in the leath- 
er factory of Mosely & Dunn in the 
Cutter Village section of the town. 
Later he served as janitor for the 
School Department and it was while 
in this capacity that he was appointed 
to the Police Department by the Se- 
lectmen in l'883. 

As the first regular patrolman in 
the department he replaced the late 
Andrew Todd who had patrolled the 
town at night as a constable. J. Wins- 
low Richardson, for many years Post 
master of Winchester and now de- 
ceased, was chief of the department 
at the time of Mr. Dottcn's appoint- 
ment. The station house was located 
in what later became the Water 
Work.; shop oi; Vine atri-?t, recently 
removed to make room for the new 
Co-operative Bank building. 

Mr. Dotten went on duty at H 
o'clock in the evening and remained 
until '< o'clock in the morning, receiv- 
ing for his services $1.7") per day. 
From the da> of hi> appointment he 
had nn unbroken record of service, 
unblemished by black mark or re- 
primand, until he was retired oil a 
pension June Id. 1916. 

For several years Mr. Dotten was 
a nvmber of the Fire Department and 
was foreman of the old J. W. Huse 
Hook & Ladder Company, a position 
which he relinquished when he was 
appointed to the Police Department. 
It is also of interest that when the 
Star was first printed in the old 
Miller Block by the river in IMS'i he 
turned the wheel of the old hand 
press, continuing to do so until the 
pap.'r moved into the old school 
house, then located on the site of the 
present Ames Building, when a water 
motor was installed. 

Dec. 11, 1893. Mr. Dotten was mar- 
ried and for many years made his 
heme on Reservoir street where in 
191 X he observed with his wife the 
2-"ith anniversary of their marriage.

So far here in Winchester s„me 
people have tak.n an active interest 
' and we were allowed to use, on a 
trial basis. Waterfield Hall as a 
gymnasium. Rent was paid and 
: equipment was b-iught. Everything 
went tine until in the stores under- 
neath the hall, plaster began to drop 
and fall to the floor. This put an 
end to one of our dreams for Water- 
field Hall made a wonderful gym. 

Then through the courtesy of the 
Selectmen, we were given the use of 
the Town Hall. There our equip- 
ment was installed and once more 
; the expense was paid by interested 
parties. We appreicate what the 
Selectmen have done and they de- 
serve to be congratulated on their 
efforts in trying to secure a proper 
place for the young men to play baa- 
: ketball. We have to remove all chairs 
everytime we want to use the floor, 
install baskets and take them out of 
the hall altogether when they are not 
. in use. This work is done by the 
boys that play basketball. The in- 
terest these boys have shown is won- 
derful. 

I have seen as many as 80 boys go 
' out of the ball nights after the games 
sweating and dirty, without taking 
showers. There are no showers in 
the Town Hall. These boys go out 
into the cold night and chances are 
that most of those boys say a pray- 
er before going to bed so that noth- 
ing may come of it. What a chance 
thev are taking, gambling with old 
man pneumonia and death itself. Hut 
these boys don't look at it that way. 
They like the game and they will 
' play it under any conditions. 

It seems to me that the towns- 
people ought to be able to provide a 
place centrally located where these 
people can spend their spare time. 
Such a place should contain a gym. 
playrooms, reading rooms, dressing 
• and shower rooms. I think that such 
a place could be provided at a very 
-mall cost. Let's not put it off for 
another vear. Now i- the time to 



be enacted to defray expenses, If the 
young people out of school are to be 
taken into consideration a recreation 
center should be established.

Why Winchester Needs a Recreation

George F. Rushworth 
What a thoughtful and interesting 
subject on which to discourse. 
Summed up in a few words a recrea- 
tion center would make better citi- 
zens, which means a better govern- 
ment, promote friendship and through 
organized sport insure better co-op- 
eration. 

In many communities, social, re- 
ligious or civic groups provide a rec- 
reation center where young men gath- 
er and play organized sport under 
wholesome conditions. It develops 
their mind and body. It gives them 
greater opportunities to graps the 
vital need of co-operation. It keeps 
them from street corners, pool rooms 
and other places where crime gets its 
start. 

The huge crime wave sweeping its 
devastating hand across the country, 
should convince every citizen that 
measures must he taken to call a halt 
to crime or the country will suffer 
the inevitable results. 

Boys congregating at street cor- 
uers, in pool rooms or any other fav- 
orite meeting place never think, say, 
or, do anything constructive. Here 
higher taxes commence. Why? Be- 
cause with more criminals defying 
the law more police are needed to 
cope with the situation. Additions 
are made to prisons, or new prisons 
are built to accommodate the "guests" 
of the taxpayers. 

A prominent Senator stated re- 
cently that the cost of crime, in the 
United States, is equal to the war 
debts. Think of it! Equal to the 
war debts! Yet right here in Win- 
chester, citizens are going to oppose | ^ e ^« r aft "flourished and anyone

By 
establishing a recreation center here 
the young people would he taught to 
respect the property. 

Again and again the movies have 
been voted against in this town which 
is a very good plan, hut where are 
the young folks to go in their leisure 
time? Enjoyment of sports and rec- 
reation is ii most healthful and bene- 
ficial way to spend leisure time. There 
are many games and sports which can 
be taken by the individual or a small 
group. When there is no place to 
go the young boys gather at street 
corners ' and disturb the citizens, 
whereas if they had a hall this could 
be avoided. A place for some sort 
of this recreation should be consid- 
ered.

Foley went to investigate and found 
that the animal had jumped on Law- 
rence D. Nichols of 11 Eaton street, 
tearing his coat and trousers and in- 
flicting a small wound. Nichols sought 
medical attention, and the officers set 
out to round up the dog. 

After attacking Nichols the animal 
I bit a dog on Church street and run- 
| ning through Pine street, bit two 
■ more. The officers came upon him at 
the corner of Fletcher and Wildwood 
streets, and chased him through 
Fletcher and Copley streets. It was 
impossible to shoot the dog because of 
the danger of striking some one of the 
manv children playing in the vicinity. 

On Copley street the dog bit two 
dogs and running in the rear of houses 
on Wildwood street, attacked and bit 
two more. As he crossed the Country 
Day School playground the animal bit 
a dog. owned by ThomtfcS Dreier of 
Curtis circle, and then ran through 
Palmer street into Middlesex street 
where the officers succeeded in corner- 
ing and shooting him. 

The animal had a leather strap 
around his neck but no name or license 
number. The carcass was taken to 
Headquarters and both Dr. William 
Buckley and the Board of Health no- 
tified. The head wah taken in the af- 
ternoon to the State House, and Mon- 
day afternoon the police were notified 
that the dog had rabies. 

As a result of this finding » 30-day 
quarantine of dogs in town was or- 
dered by the Selectmen. 

For some time after the dog had 
been shot Saturday the police received 
reports that dogs and cats on the West 
Side had been bitten. It was also 
learned that totter Carrier Joseph 
Connors had been bitten by the animal. 



During a scrimmage in front of the

WINCHESTER, 
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TOWN MEETING EN" US 

Special and Regular Meeting Finished 
Without Much Discussion 



The annual town meeting, together 
with the special meeting called for 
Monday night, completed all articles 
in the warrants in a comparatively 
hort session and with little or no dis- 
on. The attendance was fair, 
of the 228 town meeting delegates 
182 were present, and by 10:15 p. m. 
the company, including delegates and 
interested citizens, was on its way 
home. 

The meeting opened with the special 
meeting, called primarily to raise the 
appropriation necessary to fill the 
Town's apportionment for the Middle- 
sex County Tuberculosis Hospital and 
amonnting to $60,552.72. The sum 
was voted, $552.72 being out of reve- 
nue. The balance of $60,000 will be 
funded by the County and will be as- 
sessed the Town over a period of 15 
years. 

Another article on the special war- 
rant called for action at the corner of 
Highland avenue and Forest street, 
the intent being to improve conditions 
at this curve. The vote to do so was 
passed, together with an appropriation 
of $500. 

In considering the remaining arti- 
(les in the regular warrant, the meet- 
ing first considered the appropriation 
for street lights, the sum of $20,759 
being voted. This settled the question 
of all-night lighting in favor of its 
continuance. 

The appropriation for compensation I 
was reconsidered and was raised from !

! RICHARDSON ROW 

Visualize, if you will, our Washing- 
ton street (near Leonard Field) as a 
path with deep forests stretching 
away on either side, broken only here 
and there by rude farmhouses, and 
fields cleared of stumps for the culti- 
vation of crops. In the forests lurked 
the much feared Redskin, lightly but 
effectively armed with his deadly bow 
and arrow, and ever alert for sight of 
the unguarded white man. 

It is hard to realize that the Mid- 
dlesex Indian probably built his camp- 
fire and pitched his wigwam on the 
site of our new George Washington 
School, and that our cherished reser- 
j voir was probably sometimes flecked 
j with birch bark canoes paddled by the 
Indian in search of fish or the flying 
bird. Further north, where Bear Hill 
Observatory now stands, the Indian 
tribe might have gathered for its 
pow-wow; might have danced its fan- 
tastic war dance, causing weird shad- 
j ows to flit about behind the flickering 
light of the campfire. Might have 
sent out the blood curdling war-whoop 
re-echoing through the silent black of 
the woods, as the torn torn beat out 
I its everlasting, monotonous pulsation. 
I and the look-out climbed the loftiest 
| pine to watch for possible danger. 
| Tranquil, uneventful Washington 
street hardly seems the spot for a 
thrilling though horrible massacre, 
but our own Washington street once 
witnessed such a scene, 'way back 254 
years ago next month. 

About 1", years ago the Star print- 
ed an account of this massacre writ- 
ten by Mr. A. K. Whitney, but to any 
newcomers there might be some news 
value in a narrative of this event. 

It seems that three Richardson 
brothers settled in our Winchester 
Highlands in 1040 and this settlement 
received the name of "Richardson 
j Row." The old homestead located op- 
] posite Lebanon street, adjoining l^eon- 
| aid Field, having been built by an old 
! Richardson family. 

On the afternoon of April 10, 1678, 
I Samuel Richardson was, in the course 
! of working about his place as usual, 
j hauling farm dressing to a rather re- 
j mote field of his farm. His six-year- 
old son Samuel rode with him, while 
] back in the farmhouse his wife, baby 
j daughter Hannah, a twin brother of 
Samuel named Tfiomas. and a nurse. 
I busied themselves with homely duties. 
Richardson jogged peacefully along, 
occasionally admonishing his bony 
horse, and again twitting his son who 
manfully clung to the dangling ends 
of the "reigns." Though outwardly 
calm, Richardson was uneasy of mind, 
for no husband and father cared to 
leave his home unprotected, even for 
j short stretches of time. King Philip's 
i War was in session, you see. and the 
I dreaded Indian was ever skulking I 
I around bent on treachery. ! 
I Keeping an eye in the direction of. 
| the house, and both ears strained for 
I any unusual sound. Richardson went 
I about his work as settlers do. for In- 
dians or no. the work had to be done, 
and woe to the man who skirked for 
j danger's sake, A wife wouldn't allow 
, that anyway! 

] Suddenly Mr. Richardson caught 
. sight of flying feathers, and realizing 
j that mischief was abroad, he hurried 

• back to his home; arriving too late. 

• however, to prevent th» horrible deed, 
i His wife and son were found murdered 
; in the house where a few short hours 
I before thev had been left in complete 
! comfort and peace. The nurse was 
| found in the neighboring block house 

j where she had fled when the Indians I 
hi>d started their attack. She hail 
ea-ight up the sleeping baby as she 
left, hut in event of saving her own 
life had been forced to abondon the 
infant who was found massacred near 
the house. 

The Indians had ilei-art'-d into the 
present Middlesex Fells after finding 
no others around the farm. 

Mr. Richardson immediately gath- 
ered his neighbors, who, horrified anil 
greatly incensed by the crime, depart- 
ed in pursuit of the enemy. They 
tracked them northerly deeper into 
the woods and suddenly came upon 
three of the tribe seated on a large j 
j nick. The pursuers took the three by • 
I surprise and managed to get several 
i shots at them before they escaped in- 
I to the density of the woods. 
! Darkness was falling and not know- 
; ing the number of Indians, and fear- 1 
j ing an attack upon their unprotected j 
: families, the party retraced its steps I 
| to the settlement leaving the further i 
I routing of the murderers for the mor- 
row. I 
The night passed with no further j 
j sign from the Redskins. When day- 1 

light broke the townsmen turned out 
1 once again to attempt pursuit. Ar-

So, next time you of Winchester 
leave your palatial home, pass alone 
Washington street in your luxurious 
car, smoking- your expensive cigar, 
stop a moment and reflect back upon 
"\e Olde Richardson Row," flanked 
with massive trees, and dotted with 
occasional farmhouses. Imagine Sam- 
uel Richardson as he left his house, 
jerked along in his rattle cart and 
chewed vigorously on a blade of grass. 

"All is well" now, but time was when 
Winchester was just another settle- 
ment in constant danger and terror of 
the common foe ... the Indian; and 
it behooves us well to remember those 
who underwent unspeakable hardships 
to settle our territory and take the 
first steps towards our establishment. 

A PORTABLE SCHOOL GRAVE- 
YARD 

To the Editor of the Star: 

As it was impossible for me to at- 
tend the first session of the annual I 
town meeting I was unable to par- 1 
ticipate in the discussion in regard 
to the portable school on the floor of 
the town hall. 

With your kind permission Mr. Edi- 
tor, I shall repeat through the col- 
umns of the Star what I intended to 
assert if I was present at the first 
session of the town meeting.

• when it is abandoned for school pur-, 
poses) for a bathhouse on the Palmer I 
street playground. 

I wonder if the town meeting mem- 
bers are aware of the fact that the 
portable school that was adjacent to 
the ancient Wyman School on Church 
street is at the present time located 
on the Palmer street playground and 
at certain periods of the year is util- 
ised as a bathhouse? Is it necessary 
that we require two bathhouses in i 
order that the children and others may | 
dress like Mahatma (ihandi? 

Now listen attentivelv! Very re- 
cently thousands of dollars worth of 
beautiful homes were erected in the 
immediate vicinity of the Palmer 
street playground, namely on Lanten 
lane, Wedge Pond road, Grassmere 
avenue and Curtis street. If we dec- 
orate the playground with portable 
schools, shall it have a tendency to 
be detrimental to the beautiful homes 
that are erected ? I shall let the as- 
sessors, real estate operators and 
others who develop the property de- 
cide. 

Now then, we have expended thou- 
sands of dollars developing the prop- 
erty at the corner of Lake and Main 
streets. I for one believe it is a pro- 
gressive movement that shall eventu- 
ally prove to be a valuable asset to 
the town. I trust the town meeting 
members and others shall halt at the 
corner of Lake and Main street and 
visuali/.e the marvelous surroundings 
that nature has presented to us. To 
my mind they are simply gorgeous. 

There is an interrupted view of 
beautiful homes, mighty oaks, red ce- 
dars, white birches and weeping wil- 
lows that harmonize so beautifully 
with the homes that if we transfer 
the school from its present location 
and erect the school adjacent to the 
20-inch surface drainage pipe that 
was recently constructed minus a set- 
tling basin, we shall most likely shut 
off the marvelous view that presents 
itself at the present time. The scenic 
beauty is certainly wonderful; and re- 
member, all the filthy water that en- 
ters the pipe empties into the water 
that our children bathe in. 

At the north end of the town we 
have the unsightly gas tank; on the 
east side the conspicuous water tow- 
er. Shall we have two abandoned 
portable schools on the west side? 

As I understand the situation there 
was no objection whatsoever when the 
gas tank and the water tower w'ere 
erpcted, and apparently there is no 
objection if we convert the Palmer 
street playground into a so-to-speak 
portable school grave yard. Let us be 
careful. 

I venture to assert without the 
slightest fear of contradiction that if 
wc utilize the two schools for bath- 
houses, that in the near future there 
will be an article inserted in the war- 
rant suggesting the removal of the 
abandoned portable schools. 

In conclusion please remember that 
I did not write the above few words 
for the purpose of argument, hence 
it cannot be truthfully asserted that 
I desired to criticise any man or men. 
I simplv presented facts as I observed 
them after careful observation.
